SUMMARY 

General Site Description/ Site Reconnaissance Summary 

Andersen Environmental (AE) has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment (ESA) for an 
industrial property located at 9901 South Alameda Street, in Los Angeles County and an unincorporated 
portion of Los Angeles County, California, Assessor's Parcel Numbers 6046-019-904 (formerly 6046-019- 
002), 6046-019-905 (formerly 6046-019-003), and 6046-019-906 (formerly 6046-019-004). According to 
our research and information provided by the client, Terry A. Hayes Associates, the following addresses 
have been found to be associated with the subject property: 9731, 9739, 9901, and 9975 South Alameda 
Street, Los Angeles, California. 

The research conducted for this study and the report prepared are in conformance with the EPA "All 
Appropriate Inquiries" standard and the ASTM 1527-05 scope of work. This report has been prepared 
pursuant to an Environmental Impact Report (EIR) for the proposed redevelopment of the Jordan Downs 
Housing Project. The goal of this study is to identify recognized environmental conditions associated with 
the property that may need further investigation before the proposed redevelopment project can commence. 

The subject property is an L-shaped area located at the southwest corner of East 97th Street and South 
Alameda Street and is bounded by South Alameda Street to the east and East 97 th Street and East 99 th Place 
to the north. The property is divided into two portions, with a tenant-occupied area in the southeast portion 
of the site which contains three structures, totaling approximately 115,500 square feet. The northern 
structure is subleased to Martinez Trucking, a trucking company utilizing the structure for storage purposes. 
Lex West occupies the southern structure, utilized for steel storage, cutting, and repackaging. A smaller 
building is located to the east of the large structures, and is utilized for office space. The area surrounding 
the structures is asphalt paved. The remainder of the property to the north and west is vacant with an 
abandoned steel mill structure, approximately 25,600 square feet, located at the northwest corner of the site. 
This portion of the property was unpaved but observed to be covered with asphalt and gravel. 

• Notable features at the vacant portion of the area include abandoned transformers and storm water 
drainage pits that are of a recognized environmental condition for the subject property. The 
transformers are a potential source of PCB contamination and the pits a potential pathway for surface 
contamination to the subsurface. 

• Current hazardous material storage at the site included storage of approximately fifteen 5-gallon 
containers of universal gear lube, gear oil, engine oil, and transmission fluid and four 55-gallon drums 
of engine oil, lubricant and motor oil in the northern structure at the southeast corner. Storage of 
approximately eight 5-gallon containers of 'mineral spirits' and two 55-gallon drums of waste oil were 
observed in the southern structure at the southeast corner, in addition to an approximately 7,500 gallon 
aboveground storage tank (AST) of diesel fuel to the north of the structure. Previously the site had 
been utilized to store large quantities of metals. Those interviewed, were aware that a steel mill 
historically occupied the entire site and the southeast corner currently and were unaware of negative 
environmental conditions associated with the property. 

Historical Land Use 

From before 1928 until at least 1938, the site was utilized for agricultural purposes. By the late 1930s to 
early 1940s the site was developed for use as a steel mill. The site was first constructed for use by 
Finkelstein Supply Company, who occupied the site until at least 1949. By 1948 Southwest Steel Rolling 
Mills also began occupancy, leasing from Finkelstein Supply Company, which would extend until after 
1976. By 1989, all structures at the site were demolished except for the structure at the northwest corner 
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and the three at the southeast corner. Becker Brothers Steel Supply utilized the site from approximately 
1981 until 2000 as a steel mill facility. Currently, the property is used as a steel mill, Lex West and a truck 
storage and repair facility, Martinez Trucking at the southeast corner, while the remainder of the area is 
vacant with an abandoned steel mill structure at the northwest corner. 

• No significant data gaps were identified in the research. 
Environmental Data Research 
Subject Property 

• SW Steel Rolling Mills (9901 South Alameda Street) is listed on the Industrial Waste and Underground 
Storage Tank Sites Street Number List (Los Angeles Co. HMS) database. According to the listing, the 
property was an industrial facility that is now closed under facility ID 000078-100078. According to 
AE's review of the file for the site at the Los Angeles County Department of Public Works 
Environmental Programs Division (LADPW) a permit for industrial wastewater discharge was issued in 
September 12, 1974. The permit regulated 13.7 million gallons of annual wastewater flow. No 
violations were reported. No documentation of underground storage tanks (USTs) at the site was 
identified in files available at LADPW, however there was indication of historical USTs at the site 
through building permits. 

According to the review of building permits historical USTs were installed at the subject property 
including a 7,500-gallon tank for paint thinner in 1951, a 14,700-gallon fuel oil tank in 1952, and a 
10,000-gallon tank for unspecified contents in 1961. No indication as to whether these tanks were 
removed was provided in building permits or regulatory research. The historical presence of the USTs 
at the site is a recognized environmental condition for the subject property. 

In 1996, The Mark Group, Inc. conducted an environmental assessment of the property including 
selected soil sampling. The assessment was conducted based upon the historical use of the entire site as 
a steel mill, in addition to the current use as a steel mill in the southeast corner. Petroleum 
hydrocarbons were detected in the samples collected in the areas of the former settling pond and areas 
of metal scrap storage. An additional environmental assessment was conducted in 2004, by 
Environmental Geoscience Services, which assessed the environmental conditions and reviewed the 
Mark Group report. The recommendation was made to assess the property further and delineate the 
contamination identified by the Mark Group. No further assessment has been conducted to assess the 
entire site based on the review of these reports. 

The former steel mill use at the subject property is a recognized environmental condition for the subject 
property due to the related general operations and contamination previously identified by The Mark 
Group, Inc. in their reports. 

Adjacent and Surrounding Properties 

• A suiTounding, up-gradient property located approximately 318 feet north of the subject property (9622 
Kalmia Street, entities G K Disposal Inc. and Costa Management, Inc.) is listed on the Leaking 
Underground Storage Tank (LUST) database. According to the information provided, the site is listed 
to be open with ongoing site assessment as of 2007. Potential contaminants are listed to be gasoline, 
benzene, and trichloroethylene (TCE) that potentially affect wells used for drinking water. Due to the 
limited information in the database regarding the LUST listing AE performed additional research for 
this site at the Los Angeles Regional Water Quality Control Board (LARWQCB).

The LARWQCB file contained the Report of Additional Subsurface Investigation and Soil Excavation 
Following UST Removal, Commercial Property 9622 Kalima Street, Los Angeles, CA, 90002, prepared 
by Gaston and Associates (G&A), dated February 15, 2007. At the time of the investigation, the site 
was vacant and was found to have two 6,000-gallon USTs and one 5,000-gallon UST. Former use of 
the USTs was not established by the investigation. Removal of the USTs and subsequent sampling of 
soil beneath the UST locations was performed under Los Angeles County Fire Department (LACFD) 
oversight. The report states that elevated concentrations of total recoverable petroleum hydrocarbons 
(TRPH) (up to 1800 mg/kg), TPH as gasoline (up to 1300 mg/kg), toluene (up to 78 mg/kg), 
ethylbenzene (up to 120 mg/kg) and total xylenes (630 mg/kg) were detected beneath two of the USTs. 
Further investigation identified concentrations of gasoline related compounds underlying the former 
tank locations from near surface soils to groundwater, which was encountered at approximately 66 feet 
bgs. Gasoline related compounds were identified in groundwater collected from the site including total 
petroleum hydrocarbons as gasoline (110 ug/L), benzene (40 ug/L), toluene (4.6 ug/L), and total 
xylenes (4.8 ug/L). Further soils analysis was performed to determine the vertical and lateral extent of 
soil impact prior to completion of the UST removal project and areas of impacted soils (of unspecified 
amount) identified were excavated from the site. Excavations reached as deep as 16 feet bgs in areas of 
the site and confirmatory sampling and laboratory analysis did not indicate the presence of gasoline 
related compounds in sidewall or excavation bottoms. The excavations were backfilled and the case 
was forwarded to the LARWQCB. G&A has submitted a workplan for the installation of groundwater 
monitoring wells for this site was been submitted to the RWQCB on March 4, 2009 by the consultant 
working on behalf of the responsible party, which has been identified as Costa Management, Inc.. 
Though this site is located up-gradient of the project area, in our opinion, this site is not a significant 
environmental concern with respect to the subject property as the responsible party has been identified 
and regulatory oversight is currently being directed by the LARWQCB. 

Additional Issues 

• Based on the age of the onsite structures, there is a potential for asbestos containing building materials 
at the site. However no testing was completed as part of this report. An asbestos survey is 
recommended should the onsite structures be demolished or significantly renovated. 

• Based on the age of the onsite structures, there is a potential for lead based paint at the site. However 
no testing was completed as part of this report. A lead based paint survey is recommended should the 
onsite structures be demolished or significantly renovated. 

• According to our research, the potential for oil and gas exploration and radon potential at the subject 
property is considered low. 

• According to our research, the surrounding area to the north and west located within the City of Los 
Angeles are not located within a methane or methane buffer zone. The subject property is located 
within an unincorporated area of Los Angeles County and is not included within the City of Los 
Angeles Methane Buffer Zones. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Andersen Environmental has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment in conformance with the 
scope and limitations of ASTM Practice 1527-05, of 9901 South Alameda Street, Los Angeles, California, 
the subject property. Any exceptions to or deletions from this practice are described in the individual 
sections of this report. This assessment has revealed no evidence of recognized environmental conditions in 
connection with the property with the exception of the following: 
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The current use of the southeast portion and the historical use of the entire area of the subject property as a 
steel mill, including areas of concern such as, but not limited to, a former settling pond and areas of metal 
scrap storage, three storm water discharge pits, at least three historical USTs at the site, and the 
identification of subsurface soil contamination from previous investigations. AE recommends further 
assessment of the property, including a geophysical survey to identify subsurface features including 
possible current/former USTs and soil sampling to assess for hydrocarbons and metals in the subsurface. 
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INTRODUCTION 



Andersen Environmental (AE) has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment (ESA) for an 
industrial property located at 9901 South Alameda Street, in Los Angeles County and unincorporated 
portion of Los Angeles County, California, Assessor's Parcel Numbers 6046-019-904 (formerly 6046-019- 
002), 6046-019-905 (formerly 6046-019-003), and 6046-019-906 (formerly 6046-019-004). This report has 
been prepared for the sole use of Terry A. Hayes Associates. The shelf life of this Environmental Site 
Assessment is 180 days as per ASTM 1527-05. 

The research conducted for this study and the report prepared are in general conformance with the EPA 
"All Appropriate Inquiries" standard and the ASTM 1527-05 "Standard Practices for Environmental Site 
Assessments: Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Process". The primary purpose for performing a 
Phase I ESA is to ". . .permit a user to satisfy one of the requirements to qualify for the innocent landowner, 
contiguous property owner, or bona fide prospective purchaser limitations (commonly known as landowner 
liability protections) on Comprehensive Emergency Response Compensation and Liability Act (CERCLA) 
liability." (ASTM, 2005) Further, it is the goal of this study to identify business risks associated with the 
property associated with environmental conditions. 

The goal of this process is to identify recognized environmental conditions associated with the property. A 
recognized environmental condition is defined as "...the presence or likely presence of any hazardous 
substances or petroleum products on a property that indicate an existing release, a past release, or a material 
threat of a release of any hazardous substances or petroleum products into structures on the property or into 
the ground, groundwater, or surface water of the property." This definition does not include "de minimis 
conditions that generally do not pose a threat to human health or the environment and that generally would 
not be the subject of an enforcement action if brought to the attention of appropriate government agencies" 
(ASTM, 2005). 

In order to identify environmental conditions at the site, the Phase I ESA includes a site inspection, 
interviews with parties familiar with the property, historical research into the past uses of the property, and 
hazardous materials research with regard to the subject property, adjacent properties, and surrounding area. 
In addition, Andersen Environmental provides general information regarding asbestos containing materials, 
lead-based paints, radon, and oil and gas exploration as part of this report. 

In order to maintain landowner liability protections, the user has a "continuing obligation to not interfere 
with activity and use limitations associated with the property," must take "reasonable steps to prevent 
releases" and must "comply with legal release reporting obligations." (ASTM, 2005) 

Reviewing those documents that are "reasonably ascertainable" controls the completeness of this 
assessment. Documents that are reasonably ascertainable are publicly available, may be obtained within a 
reasonable time and cost constraints, and are practically reviewable to make an evaluation in a reasonable 
time frame in regard to property transaction activities. 
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GENERAL SITE DESCRIPTION 



SITE LOCATION 

The subject property is an L-shaped area located at the southwest corner of East 97th Street and South 
Alameda Street and is bounded by South Alameda Street to the east and East 97 th Street and East 99 th Place 
to the north. The property is divided into two portions, with a tenant-occupied area in the southeast portion 
of the site which contains three structures, totaling approximately 115,500 square feet. The northern 
structure is subleased to Martinez Trucking, a trucking company utilizing the structure for storage purposes. 
Lex West occupies the southern structure, utilized for steel storage, cutting, and repackaging. A smaller 
building is located to the east of the large structures, and is utilized for office space. The area surrounding 
the structures is asphalt paved. The remainder of the property to the north and west is vacant with an 
abandoned steel mill structure, approximately 25,600 square feet, located at the northwest corner of the site. 
This portion of the property was unpaved but observed to be covered with asphalt and gravel. 

PHYSICAL AND HYDROGEOLOGIC SETTING 

The elevation of the subject property is approximately 110 feet above sea level (USGS South Gate CA 7.5 
minute topographic quadrangle). Based on our review of the GeoCheck Section of the EDR Radius report, 
the subject property is not situated within a 100 or 500-year FEMA Flood Zone. No wetlands were 
identified at the property or adjacent properties. 

The site is located in the northwestern portion of the Peninsular Ranges geomorphic province. The site is 
underlain by poorly consolidated Holocene to late Pleistocene alluvial fan and valley deposits, generally 
consisting of poorly sorted clay, sand, gravel, and cobbles (California Geological Survey, "Geologic Map of 
the Long Beach 30' x 60' Quadrangle, California", 2003). 

Hydrogeologically, the site is in the northern portion of the Central Subbasin of the Coastal Plain of Los 
Angeles Groundwater Basin, in the South Coast Hydrologic Region. This subbasin is commonly referred to 
as the "Central Basin" and is bounded on the north by a surface divide called the La Brea high, and on the 
northeast and east by emergent less permeable Tertiary rocks of the Elysian, Repetto, Merced and Puente 
Hills, on the southeast by the Orange County Groundwater Basin, and on the southwest by the Newport 
Inglewood fault system. This area has unconfined groundwater conditions and extensive interconnected 
aquifers. Groundwater flow is generally to the south. The Los Angeles and San Gabriel Rivers drain 
inland basins and pass across the surface of the Central Basin on their way to the Pacific Ocean. Average 
precipitation throughout the subbasin ranges from 11 to 13 inches. 

The "Seismic Hazard Zone Report for the 7.5-Minute South Gate CA Quadrangle" (California Division of 
Mines and Geology, 1997) indicates that the historical high groundwater level at the site is less than 10 feet 
below ground surface (bgs). Based on our review of groundwater data presented in the EPA Geotracker 
website, groundwater was detected at a leaking underground storage tank site (Costa Management, Inc.) 
north of the site on 97 th Street at approximately 66-feet below ground surface. The County of Los Angeles 
Department of Public Works (LADPW) groundwater well measurement data website 
(http://ladpw.org/wrd/wellinfo/) indicates that wells 1475B and 1475C are located within approximately 
300 from the southeast corner of the site. The highest historical groundwater depths reported for those 
wells from 1989 to 2008 was approximately 105 feet bgs in 1995. The most recent groundwater 
measurement, in November 2008, was approximately 121 feet bgs. Based on these data, and on the current 
depth of groundwater at the site, it is considered unlikely that groundwater at the site will return to the 
shallow subsurface in the foreseeable future. Based on the surface topography and regional conditions, the 
groundwater flow direction is anticipated to be to the south. 
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SITE RECONNAISSANCE / INTERVIEWS 



SITE RECONNAISSANCE WITH INTERVIEWS 

On May 22, 2009, Heather Nilson and Matthew Rodda, REA conducted a site reconnaissance of the subject 
property. The site inspection was conducted to identify current hazardous substance use and hazardous 
substance storage and to attempt to identify evidence of past hazardous substance use and hazardous 
substance storage. Specifically, we observed the site with regard to hazardous substances and petroleum 
products, storage tanks, odors, pools of liquid, drums, hazardous substance and petroleum product 
containers, unidentified substance containers, PCBs, heating and cooling systems, stains or corrosion, 
drains and sumps, pits, ponds, or lagoons, stained soil or pavement, stressed vegetation, solid waste, waste 
water, wells, and septic systems. The interior and exterior areas of the subject property were inspected as 
well as the adjacent properties as observable from the subject property and public right-of-ways. The 
following paragraphs describe our observations. 

General Description 

The subject property is an L-shaped area located at the southwest corner of East 97th Street and South 
Alameda Street and is bounded by South Alameda Street to the east and East 97 th Street and East 99 th Place 
to the north. The property is divided into two portions, with a tenant-occupied area in the southeast portion 
of the site which contains three structures, totaling approximately 115,500 square feet. The northern 
structure is subleased to Martinez Trucking, a trucking company utilizing the structure for storage puiposes. 
Lex West occupies the southern structure, utilized for steel storage, cutting, and repackaging. A smaller 
building is located to the east of the large structures, and is utilized for office space. The area surrounding 
the structures is asphalt paved. The remainder of the property to the north and west is vacant with an 
abandoned steel mill structure, approximately 25,600 square feet, located at the northwest corner of the site. 
This portion of the property was unpaved but observed to be covered with asphalt and gravel. 

Interior Observations 

The southern structures at the southeast corner of the subject property were constructed of steel beam 
frame, metal siding with concrete slab floors at the eastern portion and asphalt paved to the western portion. 
The concrete flooring appeared to be in good condition throughout, although patches existed around 
machinery /equipment and to reinforce the slab in areas of heavy machinery /equipment. The asphalt was in 
moderate condition as the weight of steel rolls had depressed areas of the asphalt overtime during storage. 
The southeastern corner of the structure was utilized for offices and customer service desk. 

In the southeast portion of the structure, steel is cut and processed to a final product through several 
different types of machinery equipment. According to Mr. Juan Lopez, manager of Lex West, the steel is 
strictly cut and processed into a final product at the facility and no chemicals are utilized in the process. A 
pit was observed in the southern portion of the machinery area that was indicated to be a location utilized 
when cutting larger lengths of steel, as to not interfere with surrounding activities. The equipment appeared 
to be mostly electrically and hydraulically powered with oil utilized for lubrication of the parts. Oil spills 
were properly cleaned with absorbent. At the central seam of the two structures, a locker and shower room 
was observed along with a break room. To the east of these rooms, generators converting power from AC 
to DC were observed. Approximately eight 5-gallon containers of 'mineral spirits' were observed near the 
generators. A trench was observed in this area to run north-south, understood to be where the electrical 
wiring was enclosed and transferred throughout the structure. Raw steel material was stored in the western 
portions of these structures. Two 55-gallon drums of waste oil were observed at the northeast corner. 
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Existing railroad tracks historically utilized at the site were observed at the northern portion of the structure 
laying east-west, appearing to go through the structure. 

The northern structure at the southeast corner of the subject property was constructed of steel beam frame, 
metal siding with concrete slab floors. Several pit type features were observed to be framed with metal 
along the concrete and filled with dirt. No hazardous materials were observed near the pit features. The 
west portion of the structure was observed to be the location of hazardous material storage as approximately 
fifteen 5-gallon containers of universal gear lube, gear oil, engine oil, and transmission fluid was observed 
in a storage room at the northwest corner, welding gases adjacent to the storage, and four 55-gallon drums 
of engine oil, lubricant and motor oil in the other corner. A transformer was observed adjacent to a trench 
utilized for the electrical for the structure, which was connected to an additional transformer on the exterior 
of the structure to the south. The transformers onsite appealed to be in moderate condition, due to age, 
however no leaks were observed. 

The abandoned steel mill structure at the northwest corner of the subject property was constructed of sheet 
metal with steel beam supports and rooms along the north side constructed with concrete block. The 
majority of the area was unpaved with the exception of a portion of the rooms which were observed to have 
concrete flooring. The concrete within these areas was observed to be in moderate condition. Three cranes 
were observed overhead in the structure, most likely utilized to move the steel around the structure 
historically. A storm water drainage pit was observed at the eastern portion of the structure. Within the 
concrete block structures there were concrete slabs with additional foundations, counters, and other 
improvements for past uses. In one of the rooms a pipe vent line was observed, with an unknown origin. A 
brick building to the east of the concrete block rooms was observed to most likely have been a furnace 
room with ventilation observed in the roof. Aerosol cans were observed throughout the area, along with 
debris from the roof which appeared to be collapsing. Concrete rows were observed in the northwest 
portion of the structure that may have been utilized to store steel on. A depressed area was observed at the 
south central portion of the structure. 

Exterior Observations 

At the exterior of the structures at the southeast corner, an area was observed to be paved with asphalt that 
appeared to be in good condition. At the north central section of the southern structure an aboveground 
storage tank (AST) was observed to contain diesel fuel. The capacity of the AST was not indicated; 
however it is believed to have been approximately 7,500 gallon capacity. A water well was identified at the 
southeast corner of the northern structure. At the north and west portions of this area sheet metal is stored 
for use to create a finished product. The remainder of the vacant portion of the area was observed to have 
been gravel paved. A few concrete patches were observed to be locations of demolished structures. 
Railroad tracks were observed to run east-west across the property. Two transformers were observed at the 
north and south side about halfway across the area. Both were observed to be in poor condition. Two 
additional storm water drainage pits were observed to the south of the abandoned structure. The 
transformers and storm water drainage pits of are of a recognized environmental condition for the subject 
property, as the transformers are a potential source of PCB contamination and the pits a potential pathway 
to the subsurface. 

Based upon the lack of staining and evidence of leaking in the area of the asphalt pavement in the area of 
the AST, the AST is not expected to represent a significant environmental concern.

INTERVIEWS 

• Property Owner - An owner questionnaire was not completed by HACLA for the purpose of this 
assessment. 

• Key Site Manager - A representative from HACLA, Mr. Michael Woods, provided access to the 
vacant portion of the property. According to Mr. Woods, the property was acquired recently by 
HACLA from the former owner. As the steel mill ceased operation over 20 years ago, Mr. Woods had 
no detailed knowledge of the historical activities at the site. 

• Property Occupants - Mr. Juan Lopez, the manager of Lex West was briefly interviewed during the 
site reconnaissance. Mr. Lopez has been at the site for approximately 8 years. Mr. Lopez indicated he 
did not have knowledge of the vacant portion of the site. A formal interview regarding environmental 
conditions was not conducted. 

• Past Owners, Operators and Occupants - Past owners, operators and occupants were not able to be 
identified for an interview for this report. 

RECONNAISSANCE/INTERVIEW DATA GAPS 

Based on our observations made during the site reconnaissance of the subject property and adjacent 
properties as well as the interviews conducted, no significant data gaps were encountered during our 
research.

• According to the review of building permits historical USTs were installed at the subject property 
including a 7,500-gallon tank for paint thinner in 1951, a 14,700-gallon fuel oil tank in 1952, and a 
10,000-gallon tank for unspecified contents in 1961. No indication as to whether these tanks were 
removed was provided in building permits or regulatory research. The historical presence of the USTs 
at the site is a recognized environmental condition for the subject property.

AERIAL PHOTOGRAPH REVIEW 

Aerial Photography of many portions of the United States dates back to the 1920's. Items searched for in 
each photograph included, but were not limited to: evidence of tanks, gas stations, industrial site usage, 
water drainage pathways, areas which show evidence of drums or excessive debris, discolored or stained 
soils, areas of distressed vegetation, etcetera. Aerial Photograph Coverage was available for the subject 
property for the years 1928, 1938, 1947, 1956, 1965, 1976, 1989, 1994, 2002 and 2005.

Surrounding Area 

Based on the review of the aerial photographs the surrounding area was primarily developed with 
residential structures since 1928, with some commercial structures observed. By 1947, increased light 
industrial use was observed along South Alameda Street, along with visible railroad tracks. Most recently, 
the surrounding area appears to be primarily developed for residential use, with commercial also observed 
throughout and light industrial properties along South Alameda Street, with the railroad at a sublevel as part 
of the Alameda Corridor. 

CITY DIRECTORY REVIEW 

City directories have been published since the 1800's and provide detailed occupant information for the 
property and its surrounding area at five-year intervals. The purpose of the City Directory research is to 
attempt to determine the businesses that historically occupied the subject property.

SANBORN MAP REVIEW 

Sanborn Maps were originally compiled by the Sanborn Map Company of Pelham, New York for fire 
insurance companies to assess fire risks related to building materials and hazardous materials storage. 
Today, Sanborn Maps are an invaluable tool for Environmental Professionals in determining historical site 
use and the potential for environmental conditions. Sanborn Map Coverage is available from as early as 
1867 in some cities. Although Sanborn maps were created for approximately twelve thousand cities and 
towns in the United States, Canada, and Mexico, Sanborn Map Coverage is not available in newer and more 
rural communities. Sanborn Map Coverage was available for the subject property for the years 1928, 1950 
and 1970. A summary of our observations are presented in the following tables.

In addition to federal and state regulatory databases, research was conducted at the following agencies in 
order to evaluate environmental conditions associated with the subject property: the Los Angeles County 
Department of Health Services/Public Health Investigation, the Los Angeles County Department of Public 
Works Environmental Programs Division (LADPW), Los Angeles City Fire Department, Hazardous 
Materials Division and Underground Storage Tank Division, Los Angeles City Sanitation Department, 
California Department of Toxic Substances Control Chatsworth Office and public database EnviroStor, and 
California State Water Resources Control Board Los Angeles Region Office and public database 
GeoTracker. Additionally, previous reports were provided by the user for our review and are discussed 
under the associated properties. Our findings are summarized in the following paragraphs. Copies of all 
items reviewed and researched are provided in the Appendices of the Report. 

Subject Property 

• SW Steel Rolling Mills (9901 South Alameda Street) - The subject property is listed on the Industrial 
Waste and Underground Storage Tank Sites Street Number List (Los Angeles Co. HMS) database. 
According to the listing, the property was an industrial facility that is now closed under facility ID 
000078-100078. According to AE's review of the file for the site at the LADPW a permit for industrial 
wastewater discharge was issued in September 12, 1974. The permit regulated 13.7 million gallons of 
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annual wastewater flow. No violations were reported. No documentation of USTs at the site was 
identified in files available at LADPW; however there was indication of historical USTs at the site 
through building permits, as discussed in the Historical Land Use Section above. 

9901 South Alameda Street Previous Reports 

• Phase I Environmental Site Assessment and Selected Soil Sampling Report - 9901 South 
Alameda Street, Los Angeles, CA - February 9, 1996 - The Mark Group, Inc. - The report 
assessed the historical condition of the property historically utilized as a steel mill circa 1938. Limited 
soil sampling was conducted in 1996 in relation to the potential presence of poly chlorinated biphenols 
(PCBs) and petroleum hydrocarbons in the area of suspected former transformer locations, a former 
settling pond, areas of metal scrap storage and a location of stained soil. No PCBs were detected in 
selected samples collected and analyzed at that time. Analysis for metals was indicated in the report, 
however no results were provided for AE's review. Petroleum hydrocarbons were detected in the 
samples collected in the areas of the former settling pond and areas of metal scrap storage. No further 
recommendations were made in this report. 

• Phase I Environmental Site Assessment - 9901 South Alameda Street, Los Angeles, CA 90002 - 
August 2004 - Environmental Geoscience Services - This report assessed the environmental impact 
of the historical activities at the site and included a review of The Mark Group report. No sampling 
was conducted as part of this assessment. The recommendation was made to assess the property further 
and delineate the contamination identified by the Mark Group, in addition to further investigation of the 
property to expand upon the limited soil sampling conducted in 1996 by The Mark Group. 

• Phase II Environmental Site Assessment Report - 9901 South Alameda Street, Los Angeles, 
California - September 16, 2005 - RCC Group - This report consisted of a limited sampling plan 
along the southern property line in pursuit of identifying whether or not the property contributed to 
contamination at Jordan High School following an investigation by the DTSC. The samples were 
analyzed for total concentrations of lead, copper, zinc, mercury, and polychlorinated biphenyl (PCB) 
compounds. The sampling plan was developed due to 2005 court proceedings regarding the People of 
California, etc. v S & W Atlas Iron and Metal Co. The sampling was not conducted throughout the 
entire property and therefore in our opinion did not properly assess the property for environmental 
impact. 

AE recommends further assessment of the entire property for impact of metals and hydrocarbons in the 
subsurface soils due to historical activities relating to the use as a steel mill and the storage of metals 
throughout. 

Adjacent Properties 

• Jordan Downs (9800 Grape Street) - The adjacent property, along the north, west, and southwest of 
the subject property is listed on the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA-SQG) and 
Facility Index System/Facility Registry System (FINDS) databases. Based on the information 
provided, the property is a small quantity generator of hazardous waste that includes batteries, lamps, 
pesticides and thermostats. No violations were reported. It is in our opinion that the listing is related to 
general household waste as a housing development. This listing is not considered a significant 
environmental concern for the subject property. 

• Jordan High School (2265 East 103rd Street) - A south adjacent property is listed on the School 
Property Evaluation Program (SCH) and EnviroStor (ENVIROSTOR) databases. According to the 
information provided, assessment at the school property began in 2000 due to military explosives that 
were recycled at the adjacent metals recycling facility. Metals and PCBs were detected at elevated 
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levels on the sports field in 2004. Consequently the soil was removed by a DTSC contractor and was 
certified in April 2005, with a letter of certification issued on May 4, 2005. As certification has been 
provided by the DTSC and no further action recommended, this listing is not considered a significant 
environmental concern for the subject property. 

• Atlas Iron and Metal Company (10019 South Alameda Street) - A south adjacent property along 
South Alameda Street is listed on the Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, and 
Liability Information System (CERCLIS), Statewide Environmental Evaluation and Planning System 
(SWEEPS UST), facility and manifest data (HAZNET), Industrial Waste and Underground Storage 
Tank Sites Street Number List (Los Angeles Co. HMS), and the Recycler Database (SWRCY) 
databases. Based on the CERCLIS database the site is identified as facility 0908308, which is not a 
federal facility and not listed on the national priority list. From the review of the information on the 
database, the facility is a "removal only site" with no site assessment work needed. According to the 
SWEEPS UST and Los Angeles Co. HMS one underground storage tank was historically installed at 
the property in 1980. According to AE's review of site files at the Los Angeles County Department of 
Public Works (LADPW), one 10,000-gallon underground storage tank (UST) was removed from the 
northern portion of the property under proper regulatory oversight and consequently granted closure on 
August 29, 2000. 

Additional information reviewed with LADPW and Los Angeles County Department of Health 
Services, Public Health Investigation (LA County DHS/PHI) indicated that the site had poor 
housekeeping and improper storage in the past, which additionally led to storm water discharge 
violations in 2002. Compliance was not indicated. Hazardous materials stored at the site as of 2007 
included waste oil, waste absorbers, oily water, oxygen, motor oil in a 550-gallon aboveground storage 
tank (AST), diesel fuel in a 750-gallon AST, hydraulic oil in a 200-gallon AST, and propane in a 4,065 
cubic feet tank. Based on the SWRCY, a recycling database, the property has operated as a recycling 
facility since 1947. As this property is down-gradient from the subject property, it is not considered a 
significant environmental concern. 

• Southeastern Area New HS No. 2/MS No. 3 (Tweedy Boulevard/Alameda Street) - The cross 
gradient east adjacent property across South Alameda Street is listed on the School Property Evaluation 
Program (SCH) and EnviroStor (ENVIROSTOR) databases. According to the information provided in 
the SCH and ENVIROSTOR databases, a previous Phase I Environmental Site Assessment conducted 
identified historical uses of the site including a junkyard, manufacturing, and other retail operations. 
Environmental concerns identified in the soil at the site included possible PCB, arsenic, and lead. A 
review of the investigation and site was performed by the DTSC and the site was issued a No Further 
Action (NFA) letter in 2004. However, a second SCH listing for the site indicated, approximately 
1,940 cubic yards of arsenic and lead impacted soils were excavated from the site under a DTSC 
approved Work Plan in 2002. Post removal confirmation sampling results indicated that clean up goals 
had been achieved prior to the issuing of the NFA letter. Based on our review of the databases, it 
appears that this site is not an environmental concern with respect to the subject property as the 
remedial action for arsenic and lead impacted soils have been completed to the satisfaction of the 
appropriate regulatory agency. 

Surrounding Area 

• 9622 Kalmia Street - Two entities were identified for an up-gradient surrounding property located 
approximately 318 feet north of the subject property; their listings are as follows: 

o G K Disposal Inc. - The surrounding up-gradient property to the north is listed on the Facility 
Index System (FINDS), Historical Hazardous Substance Storage Container (HIST UST), and 
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Resource Conservation and Recovery Act Information (RCRA-NonGen) databases. According 
to the information provided in the FINDS listing, the site has the general description "other 
pertinent environmental activities identified at the site". According to the HIST UST listing, 
the site has had 3 USTs of 6000-gallon capacity for the purpose of storing unleaded fuel. 
According to the RCRA-NonGen listing the site is a private generator of wastes that do not 
include hazardous materials. Based on our review of the listings the site is not an 
environmental concern with respect to the subject property as there is no record of a release. 

o Costa Management Inc. - The surrounding up-gradient property to the north is listed on the 
Leaking Underground Storage Tank (LUST) database. According to the information provided, 
the site is listed to be open with ongoing site assessment as of 2007. Potential contaminants are 
listed to be gasoline, benzene, and trichloroethylene (TCE) that potentially affect wells used for 
drinking water. Due to the limited information in the database regarding the LUST listing AE 
performed additional research for this site at the Los Angeles Regional Water Quality Control 
Board (LARWQCB). 

The LARWQCB file contained the Report of Additional Subsurface Investigation and Soil 
Excavation Following UST Removal, Commercial Property 9622 Kalima Street, Los Angeles, 
CA, 90002, prepared by Gaston and Associates (G&A), dated February 15, 2007. At the time 
of the investigation, the site was vacant and was found to have two 6,000-gallon USTs and one 
5,000-gallon UST. Former use of the USTs was not established by the investigation. Removal 
of the USTs and subsequent sampling of soil beneath the UST locations was performed under 
Los Angeles County Fire Department (LACFD) oversight. The report states that elevated 
concentrations of total recoverable petroleum hydrocarbons (TRPH) (up to 1800 mg/kg), TPH 
as gasoline (up to 1300 mg/kg), toluene (up to 78 mg/kg), ethylbenzene (up to 120 mg/kg) and 
total xylenes (630 mg/kg) were detected beneath two of the USTs. Further investigation 
identified concentrations of gasoline related compounds underlying the former tank locations 
from near surface soils to groundwater, which was encountered at approximately 66 feet bgs. 
Gasoline related compounds were identified in groundwater collected from the site including 
total petroleum hydrocarbons as gasoline (110 ug/L), benzene (40 ug/L), toluene (4.6 ug/L), 
and total xylenes (4.8 ug/L). Further soils analysis was performed to determine the vertical and 
lateral extent of soil impact prior to completion of the UST removal project and areas of 
impacted soils (of unspecified amount) identified were excavated from the site. Excavations 
reached as deep as 16 feet bgs in areas of the site and confirmatory sampling and laboratory 
analysis did not indicate the presence of gasoline related compounds in sidewall or excavation 
bottoms. The excavations were backfilled and the case was forwarded to the LARWQCB. 
G&A has submitted a workplan for the installation of groundwater monitoring wells for this 
site was been submitted to the RWQCB on March 4, 2009 by the consultant working on behalf 
of the responsible party, which has been identified as Costa Management, Inc..

Orphan Sites 

• Orphan Sites are unmappable sites which appear in a list form in the Radius Map Report rather than on 
the standard Radius Map. Twenty Orphan sites were identified in the Radius Map Report prepared for 
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this site. The sites were manually mapped to determine the location of the site relative to the subject 
property and groundwater gradient. In addition, the case information for each site was reviewed. The 
following conclusions were made: 

In our opinion, none of the orphan sites listed pose a significant threat to the subject property as there is 
no indication of a release at the respective sites, a release has occurred but the case is closed, or the sites 
are located cross or down gradient of the subject property. 

ENVIRONMENTAL LIEN SEARCH 

Nationwide Environmental Title Research (NETR) provided Environmental Lien Search Reports provide 
results from a search of available current land title records for environmental cleanup liens and other 
activity and use limitations, such as engineering controls and institutional controls. 

• A lien search was not requested by the user; therefore it is the users' responsibility to ascertain if any 
environmental clean-up liens or activity and use limitations are associated with the subject property. 
However, based on our review of the DTSC EnviroStor Database, no environmental liens enforced by 
the DTSC were identified.

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ADDITIONAL ISSUES 



ASBESTOS 



Asbestos is the name given to a group of naturally occurring minerals used in certain products, such as 
building materials and vehicle brakes, to resist heat and corrosion. Asbestos includes chrysotile, amosite, 
crocidolite, tremolite asbestos, anthophyllite asbestos, actinolite asbestos, and any of these materials that 
have been chemically treated and/or altered. 

The inhalation of asbestos fibers by workers can cause serious diseases of the lungs and other organs that 
may not appear until years after the exposure has occurred. For instance, asbestosis can cause a buildup of 
scar-like tissue in the lungs and result in loss of lung function.

ACM can be found in a multitude of building products which include acoustical texture, fire -proofing, joint 
compound, attic and wall insulation, resilient flooring, mastic, recessed lighting fixtures, wiring, elevator 
brakes, fire doors, piping insulation, piping joints, duct insulation, duct tape, siding and roofing materials 
(tar/shingles), textured paint, stucco, concrete, and swimming pool plaster. 

Local jurisdictions have specific laws and regulations regarding asbestos and actions including building 
renovations and building demolition. 

• Based on the age of the various onsite structures, there is a potential for asbestos containing building 
materials at the site, however, no testing was completed as part of this report. An asbestos survey is 
recommended should the onsite structures be demolished or significantly renovated. 

LEAD-BASED PAINT 

Although lead-based paint has long since been taken off the market, it is approximated that 80 percent of 
buildings built before 1978 contain lead paint.

METHANE ZONE RESEARCH

Appropriate Inquiries" standard and the ASTM 1527-05 scope of work. This report has been prepared 
pursuant to an Environmental Impact Report (EIR) for the proposed redevelopment of the Jordan Downs 
Housing Project. The goal of this study is to identify recognized environmental conditions associated with 
the property that may need further investigation before the proposed redevelopment project can commence. 

The subject property is an L-shaped area located at the southwest corner of East 97th Street and South 
Alameda Street and is bounded by South Alameda Street to the east and East 97 th Street and East 99 th Place 
to the north. The property is divided into two portions, with a tenant-occupied area in the southeast portion 
of the site which contains three structures, totaling approximately 115,500 square feet. The northern 
structure is subleased to Martinez Trucking, a trucking company utilizing the structure for storage puiposes. 
Lex West occupies the southern structure, utilized for steel storage, cutting, and repackaging. A smaller 
building is located to the east of the large structures, and is utilized for office space. The area surrounding 
the structures is asphalt paved. The remainder of the property to the north and west is vacant with an 
abandoned steel mill structure, approximately 25,600 square feet, located at the northwest corner of the site.

Storage of 
approximately eight 5-gallon containers of 'mineral spirits' and two 55-gallon drums of waste oil were 
observed in the southern structure at the southeast corner, in addition to an approximately 7,500 gallon 
aboveground storage tank (AST) of diesel fuel to the north of the structure. Previously the site had 
been utilized to store large quantities of metals.

Storage Tank Sites Street Number List (Los Angeles Co. HMS) database. According to the listing, the 
property was an industrial facility that is now closed under facility ID 000078-100078. According to 
AE's review of the file for the site at the Los Angeles County Department of Public Works 
Environmental Programs Division (LADPW) a permit for industrial wastewater discharge was issued in 
September 12, 1974. The permit regulated 13.7 million gallons of annual wastewater flow. No 
violations were reported. No documentation of underground storage tanks (USTs) at the site was 
identified in files available at LADPW, however there was indication of historical USTs at the site 
through building permits. 

According to the review of building permits historical USTs were installed at the subject property 
including a 7,500-gallon tank for paint thinner in 1951, a 14,700-gallon fuel oil tank in 1952, and a 
10,000-gallon tank for unspecified contents in 1961. No indication as to whether these tanks were 
removed was provided in building permits or regulatory research.

The subject property is located 
within an unincorporated area of Los Angeles County and is not included within the City of Los 
Angeles Methane Buffer Zones. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Andersen Environmental has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment in conformance with the 
scope and limitations of ASTM Practice 1527-05, of 9901 South Alameda Street, Los Angeles, California, 
the subject property. Any exceptions to or deletions from this practice are described in the individual 
sections of this report. This assessment has revealed no evidence of recognized environmental conditions in 
connection with the property with the exception of the following: 
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The current use of the southeast portion and the historical use of the entire area of the subject property as a 
steel mill, including areas of concern such as, but not limited to, a former settling pond and areas of metal 
scrap storage, three storm water discharge pits, at least three historical USTs at the site, and the 
identification of subsurface soil contamination from previous investigations. AE recommends further 
assessment of the property, including a geophysical survey to identify subsurface features including 
possible current/former USTs and soil sampling to assess for hydrocarbons and metals in the subsurface.

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2.0 SCOPE OF SERVICES 



The scope of work performed for this Phase I ESA and Limited Soil Sampling included: 

■ Review of regulatory database searches for sites of known environmental concern on the 
subject property and nearby properties; 

■ Review of a limited number of readily available aerial photographs from 1927 through 
1993 for past activities of potential environmental concern on the subject site and nearby 
properties; 

■ Review and compilation of readily available public information pertaining to geologic and 
hydrologic conditions; 

■ Site reconnaissance for potential environmental concerns; 

■ Interviews of personnel with potential knowledge of past and/or present property uses and 
onsite activities; 

■ Drilling, sampling, logging and field screening of ten borings to depths up to 10 feet 
r deep; 

■ Laboratory analysis of eight soil samples for petroleum hydrocarbon chains, two samples 
for PCBs, one sample for semi-volatile organic compounds and five samples for six heavy 
metals listed in the California Assessment Manual (CAM); and 

■ Preparation of this Phase I ESA report. 

A Phase I ESA does not typically include soil sampling, monitoring, or other types of field and 
laboratory testing or investigations. However, limited soil testing was performed in some of the areas that 
typify past usages of the property. Sampling for suspected asbestos containing materials (ACMs) was not 
performed as part of this investigation. 
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3.3 Land Use 

Aerial photographs indicated that the property was vacant or used for agricultural purposes prior 
to approximately 1938. The 1927 and 1928 photos show the site is agricultural and apparent farm house 
is on the east side of the site. The 1932 photographs show that most of the site was vacant, except for 
approximately one acre which was being used for agricultural purposes and several structures along the 
north property line south of 99th Street. No photos of the site were readily available from 1933 through 
1945. We understand (Ref. 9h)' the property was developed for steel processing by Finklestein in 
approximately 1938. The 1946 photographs show the former mill building in the southcentral portion of 
the site and the existing processing building near the southeast corner of the site. Scrap piles were also 
present on the west one-third and northcentral portions of the site. In the 1951 photos, the furnace 
building is present in the northwest site corner. The 1957 photos show the former reinforcing rods 
building has been built. The 1958 photos show the existing equipment storage building has been built. 
In photos from May of 1979, the site appears to be mostly vacant, and the former mill building and 
machine parts/equipment storage building in the central portion of the site have been torn down. The 1986 
photos show the existing finished goods building along the north side of the former reinforcing rods 
building, now the processing building. It also shows the northeast parcel to be graded. 

Presently, the property is being used to cold and dry process steel. Buildings on the site include 
an office building, an equipment storage building, a finished goods building and a processing building. 
The furnace building on the northwest portion of the site has been abandoned. The northeast and west 
portions of the site are used by American President Lines/Inter Modal to park semi trailers. 

Adjacent properties include the residential, municipal and industrial buildings. The Jordan Downs 
Housing Project is located to the north and west. Jordan High School and Atlas Metal and Iron are 
located along the south side of the site. The property southeast of the site, previously occupied by General 
Motors, is currently vacant. 

Photos indicated most adjacent and nearby land has been vacant or used for agriculture and 
industrial purposes. The 1927, 1928 and 1932 photos show that most nearby property was vacant or used 
for agriculture. However, some residential structures and Jordan High School to the south were present. 
The 1946 photos show the former General Motors facility on the east side of Alameda Street and Jordan

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4.0 REGIONAL ENVIRONMENTAL SETTING 



4.1 Ge ologic Conditions 

The site lies within the Peninsular Ranges geomorphic province of California on the west central 
portion of the Coastal Plain of Los Angeles. The province is characterized by a series of northwest 
trending elongate structural blocks that are bounded by major and numerous associated faults (Ref. 5). 
The Coastal Plain area is a large structural basin which has been technically active and has accumulated 
thousands of feet of sediments since Miocene time. Tectonic activity and deposition of sediments has 
resulted in numerous varied land forms within the Coastal Plain area. 

Recent accumulation of alluvial material has formed the Downey Plain, which is the largest land 
form area of Recent alluvial deposition within the Coastal Plain. The Downey Plain, composed of a thick 
sequence of alluvium deposited by the Los Angeles and San Gabriel rivers, extends from near the Ballona 
Gap and Elysian Hills on the north to nearly Santa Ana to the south. The west side of the Downey Plain 
s generally bordered by the string of hills, including Signal Hill, Dominguez Hills, Rosecrans Hills, 
Baldwin Hills and Beverly Hills, along the Newport-Inglewood structural zone. To the east the plain is 
bordered by the Montebello and Santa Fe Springs plains and the Merced, Puente and Coyote hills which 
have also been uplifted along northwest trending faults (Ref. 1). Other structural features include the 
southeast plunging Paramount syncline which runs through the City of Southgate east of the site (Ref. 

Many faults are located in California which are seismically active. Many of these faults are 
capable of producing strong ground shaking during a seismic event, which occur fairly often in southern 
California. Several significant faults are located within 20 miles of the property (Ref. 1) which are 
capable of producing strong ground motion at the subject site should a seismic event occur on one of 
them. The most significant faults include: 

■ The Whittier fault, located approximately 11 miles northeast; 

■ The Newport-Inglewood fault zone, located approximately 6 miles west; 

■ The Palos Verdes fault located approximately 13 miles southwest; 

■ The Hollywood-Raymond fault, located approximately 12 miles north; 

■ The West. Coyote Hills fault, located approximately 18 miles east; 

■ The San Fernando fault, located approximately 26 miles north; and 

■ The San Andreas fault, located approximately 42 miles northeast. 
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estimated to be west-southwest at a gradient of 0.001 ft/ft. This direction of flow is consistent with a 
1993 Deep Aquifer Groundwater Contour Map prepared by Bookman-Ed monston Engineering (Ref. 7). 

Prior to extensive development of groundwater resources in the Downey Plain area, groundwater 
flow, like surface water flow, was probably southward through the gaps in the bedrock surface of the 
Newport-Inglewood Fault Zone. However, heavy pumping of the Downey Plain aquifers has created a 
complex pattern of flow. In the mid-1940's salt water intrusion from the Coastal Plains through the 
Dominguez Gap was already recognized as a potential threat to the quality of groundwater beneath the 
Downey Plain (Ref. 10). Recent maps of the piezometric and potentiometric surface of the shallow 
(Pleistocene) and deep aquifers compiled by the Los Angeles County Flood Control District (1978, 1988) 
indicated that local municipal pumping centers strongly influence the regional flow pattern. 

The Gaspur aquifer may be relatively unused as a water resource because of the potential for 
contamination from the industrial area surrounding the site. The 1992 Annual Water Quality Report by 
the West Coast and Central Basin Municipal Water Districts (Ref. 8) indicated concentrations of TCE and 
!E above 5 ug/1 have been detected in groundwater samples from wells near the site area. As noted 
in Section 5.3, the photoionization detector (PID) data of the soil samples obtained at the site suggest, 
qualitatively, that the site has not impacted the groundwater. Considering that the depth of groundwater 
at the site is approximately 1 10 feet, further suggests that the site has not impacted the groundwater. The 
Annual Report on Results of Water Quality Monitoring for 1991-92 by the Water Replenishment District 
of Southern California (Ref. 7) indicated the former General Motors facility east of the site had leaking 
underground storage tanks (USTs) and that groundwater may have been impacted with fuel from those 
USTs. 

Surface water runoff at the Site is generally to the west. The area is drained by several 
improved drainages and a storm drain is present on the west side of the site. The Los Angeles River is 
a concrete-lined channel located approximately 3.2 miles east of the site. The Rio Hondo River is also 
concrete lined channel and merges with the Los Angeles River channel southeast of the site. The 
potential for flooding by the Los Angles River is considered low risk, but the site could be subject to 
flooding should local drainage systems fail and concentrated local rainfall occur for extended periods of 
time.

of the equipment storage building. No transformers were observed at the furnace building. No leaks or 
stained soils were observed around any of the transformers. A groundwater production well was 
observed on the east side of the equipment storage building. Information received during interviews (Ref. 
9h) indicated the well is no longer in use having possibly been used in the past to cool the former mill. 

5.3 Soil Sampling 

On September 28, 1994, MARK personnel visited the subject property to perform subsurface 
investigation in selected areas of the facility. MARK drilled and sampled ten holes down to depths of 
ten feet. Holes were advanced utilizing a pneumatic powered Geoprobe with a 2-inch diameter sample 
barrel. Boring locations are shown in Drawing No. 3. 

Borings B-l and B-2 were drilled near the suspected location of former transformers along the 
north side of the abandoned furnace building. Borings B-3 and B-4 were drilled near the former settling 
ponds along the northcentral portion of the site. Borings B-5 and B-6 were drilled in the vicinity of 
former scrap pile east of the furnace building. Boring B-7 was drilled in the vicinity of the former reroll 
scrap pile. Boring B-8 was drilled along the south side of the processing building near a stained soil area 
adjacent to Atlas Iron and Metal. Boring B-9 was drilled south of the former Mill building in an area 
which appears in photo to have previously had scrap metal piles. Boring B-10 was drilled in the northeast 
part of the site, north of the existing equipment storage building, near suspected former scrap metal pile 
areas. 

Soil samples were collected using a drive hammer and sample barrel lined with clean acetate 
sample sleeves. A total of 36 soil samples were collected from the borings. Each sample was logged 
using the Unified Soil Classification System (USCS) by a Registered Geologist and field screened 
qualitatively for the presence of volatile organic compounds (VOCs) using a photoionization detector 
(PID). Soil samples were screened by placing soil samples in sellable plastic bags and monitoring 
readings of VOCs with the PID. Except for two near surface soil samples, the PID readings were below 
10 ppm and in many cases the PID readings were zero. Observations of soil samples and PID readings 
qualitatively indicated that concentrations of oils and VOCs occur primarily in the upper one to three feet 
m ' of soil. The readings also indicated that the concentration of petroleum hydrocarbons attenuate at a depth 
of three feet in five of the eight borings with observed petroleum hydrocarbons. While PID reading is 
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6.0 REGULATORY AGENCY REVIEW 



6.1 A gency Database Review 

A search of available regulatory databases was performed by Vista Environmental Information, 
Inc. (VISTA), a subcontractor to MARK. VISTA compiled locations of sites listed on Federal, State and 
County Agency Records within one mile of the site. The complete database report is included in 
Appendix D. The records searched included: 

■ N ational Priorities List (NPL) - CERCLTS sites which represent the greatest risk to 
human health and the environment based on the US EPA's Hazard Ranking System. 

■ Potential Superfund Sites fCERCLIS) - sites designated as actually or potentially contaminated 
under the Federal Superfund program pursuant to the Comprehensive Environmental Response 
Compensation and Liability Act of 1980 (CERCLA). 

■ CAL-SITES Abandoned Site Program Information System (ASPIS/SCL) - a listing of potential 
and known hazardous waste sites maintained by the California EPA Toxic Substances Control 
Program. 

■ Leaking Underground Storage Tanks (LUST) - is a compilation of lists of reported leaking 
hazardous substances from underground storage tanks. 

■ So lid Waste Information System (SWIS/SWLF) - a listing of both open and closed as well as 
inactive solid waste disposal facilities and transfer stations maintained by the California Integrated 
Waste Management Board pursuant to the Solid Waste Management and Resource Recovery Act 
of 1972. 

■ Border Zone Property Act Sites (BZP) - sites with voluntary deed restriction agreements between 
CAL-EPA Toxic Substances Control Program (TSCP) and owners of property who propose 
building residences, schools, hospitals or day care centers on property that is "on or within 2,000 
feet of a significant disposal of hazardous waste". 

■ Hazardous Waste and Substances Sites List fCORTESE) - represents a compilation -by Cal-EPA 
of sites known to have hazardous waste and/or substances. 

■ US EPA, TSD : Facilities that treat, store and/or dispose of hazardous waste. 

■ US EPA. CORRACTS: Facilities under RCRA Corrective actions. 

■ STATE. SPL : Sites prioritized by the State for cleanup. 

■ REGIONAL. SOUTH BAY : Sites on South Bay toxic list. 
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The UST/AST database identifies two sites, not including the Becker Bros, site, with registered 
underground and/or aboveground storage tanks. The potential for leak from these tanks are reported as 
"Unknown". 

The UNIQUE CO database identifies one site listed on County databases. The Jorgensen Steel 
facility south of the site is identified as being impacted by metals and PCBs. 

The Generator (GNRTR) database identifies one small generator site which generates less than 
100 kg/month of Non-Acutely hazardous waste. The site is Atlas Iron and Metal adjacent to the south 
side of die site. 

The number of sites identified in each database within a one mile radius from the Site are listed 
in Table 6-1. The complete database report is included in Appendix D. 

6.2 Local Agency File Search 

MARK contacted several local agencies in search of permits or additional information pertaining 
o spills, releases or storage tanks from the past or present operations at die facility. The agencies that 
were contacted included: 

Los Angeles County Fire Department - No Records 
Los Angeles County Waste Management UST Division - No Records 
Los Angeles County Sanitation District - No Records 
Los Angeles County health Department - No Records 
Los Angeles County Building and Safety Department - No Records ^ 
Los Angeles Regional Water Quality Control Board - No Records 
None of the aforementioned agencies indicated having a record of any spills, releases or USTs 
at the Site. A Storm Water Pollution Prevention Plan dated January 31, 1994 for the facility was 
prepared by Woodward-Clyde Consultants and submitted to the State Water Resources Control Board. 
A copy of the Notice of Intent for General Permit to Discharge Storm Water and copies of the 
"Certification of No Records" provided by agencies are included in Appendix E. 
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7.0 SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 



The findings and conclusions made in this report are based on information provided during 
interviews, review of readily available literature, review of databases published by regulatory agencies, 
observations from site visits, and observations and laboratory analysis of limited soil sampling in selected 
areas at the facility. 

Based on the information gathered from site reconnaissance, environmental/regulatory agency 
database review, and aerial photographs, the site was apparently periodically used as farmland prior to 
1938, From 1938 until approximately 1979 the site appears to have been used to make steel billets by 
melting scrap iron and to manufacture other steel products, including barbed wire fence posts and 
reinforcing rods. During this time various areas of the site were used to stockpile large volumes of scrap 
metal. During 1979-80 the siteunderwent major construction, including the demolition of the former mill 
and machine parts buildings, and settling ponds that were located in the central portion of the site. In 
addition, several areas of the site were overexcavated and recompacted to depths of six to ten feet in 
order to provide adequate soil bearing capacity for a 200 ton crane. While the exact location of the crane 
is unknown, aerial photographs appear to indicate that soil was excavated from the southwest, 
southcentral, northcentral and northeast areas of the site. The large crane was needed to assemble large 
stainless steel tanks for Anheiser-Busch. Since 1980 the facility has only been used to cold process steel. 

Two USTs were removed from the site during demolition (Ref. 9h). A third 500-gallon UST, 
located along the north side of the existing finished goods building is reported to have been abandoned 
in place by backfilling it with slurry. However, the locations of the removed USTs are unknown and no 
records were found for any of the USTs. One groundwater production well is located on the east side 
of tiie existing equipment storage building and is reported (Ref. 9h) not to have been in use for 
approximately the past 20 years. 

Evaluation of the readily available data regarding historic land use indicated that the property has 
previously been used for purposes that could have resulted in environmental impacts. Therefore, limited 
soil sampling and analysis was performed in selected areas of the facility to make a preliminary evaluation 
of areas suspected as having potential environmental impacts from past onsite activities. Laboratory 
analysis of eight soil samples for petroleum hydrocarbon chains indicated that petroleum hydrocarbon 
chains, primarily in the ranges of oils, were detected at elevated concentrations up to 5,000 mg/kg in 
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Our scope of work did not include presentation of recommendations for further investigations. 
Therefore, no recommendations axe presented in this report.

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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

Environmental Geoscience Services (EGS) has completed a Phase I Environmental Site 
Assessment (ESA) of the subject property located 9901 South Alameda Street in Los Angeles, 
California (herein referred to as the "Site"). Assessment activities were performed in accordance 
with the American Society for Testing and Materials (ASTM) Standard Practice for ESAs: 
Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Process (ASTM El 527-00). 

The purpose of this ESA was to research the current and previous land use of the Site and 
investigate if there are any records of storage, use or release of any hazardous materials at the 
site. A summary of the key findings of this assessment is as follows: 

• The Site consists of approximately 22 acres of land located on the West side of S. 
Alameda Street. There are five primary buildings on the site which include two office 
buildings (eastern portion of the site), an equipment storage building (25,000 ft 2 ), a 
processing/finished goods building (86,000 ft ) and a furnace building (27,000 ft ). The 
area around 3 of the 4 buildings is paved with asphalt (the area around the furnace 
building is not paved). There are two other small-unoccupied buildings on site including 
a former locker room (near the eastern property line) and a building of unknown use 
(located in the central portion of the site). 

• The Site was periodically used as farmland prior to the 1940's and was subsequently 
developed as an iron and steel manufacturing facility. Although specific details of the 
manufacturing facility are not known, limited information was obtained from the research 
conducted for this report. Reportedly, the facility operations involved the making of steel 
billets by melting scrap iron and also manufacturing of other steel products, including 
barbed wire fence posts and reinforcing rods. Various areas of the site were also used to 
stockpile large volumes of scrap metal. The manufacturing business was reportedly sold 
in 1974/1975 and the Site was vacant until purchased in 1979 by the current owner 
(Becker Brothers Steel Supply Company). Much of the old facility was demolished and 
some grading work was conducted in the early 1980's. Very limited information was 
available for review concerning the demolition and grading work. Since the early 1980's, 
the southeast portion of the site has been used as a "cold processing facility" for rolled 
steel, which is currently being leased to Lex West, LLC. The remaining portion of the 
site is leased by Pacer Stacktrain and is currently used to store empty semi-trailers. 
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This assessment has revealed various recognized environmental conditions in connection with 
the property, which are outlined below: 

□ There were three storage tanks on site, including at least one underground storage 
tank. The tanks reportedly contained fuel oil and gasoline. It is unknown if all of the 
tanks have been removed from the site. No soil sampling has been conducted to 
identify if there have been releases from the tanks. 

□ Large portions of the site were used to store scrap metal (one area was 400' by 400' 
and another area was 100' by 500'). Limited soil sampling in these areas has 
identified the presence of petroleum hydrocarbons in the soil. The lateral and vertical 
extent of the hydrocarbon contamination has not been determined. 

□ A furnace building is located in the northwest portion of the site. This building was 
used to melt the scrap iron and pour the molten metal into molds. The ground surface 
in this building is unpaved and it is unknown if residual metals are present in the near 
surface soils. 

□ Numerous electrical transformers were/are located at various areas of the site. 
Limited soil sampling was conducted at two locations to identify if polychlorinated 
biphenyls (PCBs) are present in the soil near the transformers. Although PCBs were 
not detected in the two samples analyzed, additional sampling is necessary to identify 
if there has been any releases from the transformers. 

□ A large settling basin (175' by 35') was identified as being apart of the cooling water 
process associated with the former iron and steel manufacturing operation. Limited 
soil sampling was conducted which identified the presence of petroleum 
hydrocarbons in the soil. The lateral and vertical extent of the hydrocarbon 
contamination has not been determined. 

□ Several bag houses were located in the area near the furnace building. The bag 
houses were used to contain the dust generated from the furnace operation. The dust 
from bag houses contains high concentrations of metals and could be a hazardous 
waste. Although the bag houses have been removed from the site, no soil sampling 
has been conducted in these areas. 

□ One former building was used as a truck repair area. No soil sampling has been 
conducted in this area. 

□ A large former building (100' by 500') was used as a steel rolling mill. This building 
was demolished in the late 1970's or early 1980's. Extensive demolition and grading 
work was conducted to remove the underground footings and pits. No soil sampling 
has been conducted in this area. 
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□ A former machine shop (140' by 60') was located along the southern property line of 
the site. No soil sampling has been conducted in this area. 

□ A former oil shed was located at the site. No soil sampling has been conducted in this 
area. 

□ At least three former cooling towers were located at the site. The cooling towers were 
used to provide water for the furnace operations. No soil sampling has been 
conducted in these areas. 

□ During the site reconnaissance, numerous areas of surface staining were observed on 
the ground within the existing buildings used to for steel processing. The staining is 
likely the result of spilled oil from the operation and maintenance of the equipment. 
No soil sampling has been conducted in these areas. 

□ During the site reconnaissance, two areas of waste storage were observed. The waste 
storage included drums of oil, waste oil and other unknown liquids. Some containers 
were not covered. Surface staining was observed on the ground around both of these 
areas. No soil sampling has been conducted in these areas. 

□ Based on the reviewed records, there were two separate drains that were identified as 
being used for waste materials. No soil sampling has been conducted in these areas. 



Based on the EGS site reconnaissance, historical permits review and the supplied documents, 
EGS makes the following recommendations for the Site: 

□ Conduct additional site assessment work to identify the extent of the previously 
identified petroleum hydrocarbon impacted soil and also identify if the other recognized 
environmental conditions have resulted in areas of contaminated soil. This additional 
assessment work will need to be conducted prior to any site development work that will 
include site-grading activities at the site. 
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1.0 INTRODUCTION 



Environmental Geoscience Services (EGS) has completed a Phase I Environmental Site 
Assessment (ESA) of the property located at 9901 South Alameda Street in Los Angeles, 
California (Figure 1). Assessment activities were performed in accordance with American 
Society for Testing and Materials (ASTM) Standard Practice for ESAs: Phase I Environmental 
Site Assessment Process (ASTM El 527-00). 

The purpose of this ESA was to research the current and previous land use of the Site and 
investigate if there are any records of storage, use or release of any hazardous materials at the 
site. In accordance with EGS' proposal dated July 13, 2004, EGS performed a reconnaissance of 
the Site and structures, noted use of adjacent sites, and conducted a search of readily available 
historical and regulatory records. 

The scope of services included the following: 

• Reconnaissance of the Site for physical indications of possible usage, storage, 
spillage, or dumping of hazardous, toxic, or petroleum substances onsite and, when 
possible, on contiguous properties. EGS looked for stressed vegetation, suspected 
excavations, transformers, and surface expressions of underground storage tanks 
(USTs). Where appropriate, observation (from curbside) and categorization of the 
adjacent sites as potential off-site sources of impact were provided. Readily available 
resources consisting of geologic maps, site maps, United States Geological Survey 
(USGS) topographic maps, and regulatory records were reviewed. 

• Review of available aerial photographs to document the sequence of major 
developments or changes in the land usage at the Site and in the proximity of the Site. 

• Prepare brief descriptions of the soil, watershed, topography, geology, and 
groundwater systems at the Site, which were based on visual observations and 
literature review. 

• Examination of the Site for topographical features and soil types indicative of 
wetlands. 

• Review of available city directories (or similar publications) and Sanborn Fire 
Insurance Maps, as available, to identify past land uses and owners. 

• Visual assessment and categorization of the use of adjacent properties to evaluate 
potential off-site sources of chemical impact to the Site. 
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• Review of available facility licenses, permits, inspection records, emergency plans, 
and regulatory-mandated compliance programs as applicable to facility operation, 
health, and the environment. 

• Contact with various regulatory agencies and the local sewer/wastewater treatment 
district to obtain relevant historical information regarding the Site. 

• A review of federal and state records through a commercial database provided by 
Environmental Data Resources, Inc. (EDR). 

1.1 EXCEPTIONS 

The following are the exceptions to the ASTM Standard Practice for ESAs: Phase I 
Environmental Site Assessment Process (ASTM El 527-00). 

• Various areas of the ground surface at the Site could not be inspected due to the presence 
of numerous tractor-trailers that are stored throughout the site. In addition, due to the 
accumulation of debris along the perimeter of the site (between the concrete crash rail and 
the perimeter fence) it is unknown if dumping has occurred throughout the perimeter of 
the site. Therefore, areas of staining and other possible environmental impairments could 
not be observed at all areas during the Site reconnaissance. 

• Additional addresses for the Site were identified during the research. The additional 
addresses include 9975 South Alameda St and 9739 South Alameda Street. Limited 
research was conducted for these additional addresses. 
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2.0 PHYSICAL SITE DESCRIPTION 



The subject property (Site) is an irregular shaped parcel of land that is located south of East 97 
Street, North of Jordan High School and west of South Alameda Street, which is located in the 
unincorporated portion of Los Angeles County. The Site includes a total area of approximately 22 
acres, which is located in the central portion of the Los Angeles Basin at Township 2 South, Range 
13 West, Section 34. For a site location map, see Figure 1. 

2.1 GENERAL SITE CONDITIONS 

The Site is currently divided into two areas, which are separated by a fence. The southeastern 
portion of the site (9901 South Alameda Street) is developed with 5 structures and is currently 
occupied by Lex West, LLC (lessee). They utilize portions of the existing structures to cold cut and 
process rolled steel. The remaining portion of the site (9739 S. Alameda Street) is occupied by 
Pacer Stacktrain (lessee) to store numerous empty semi-trailers. There are two unoccupied 
buildings on this portion of the site. For a site plan, see Figure 2. 

Henry Ames of Environmental Geoscience Services performed a Site reconnaissance on July 22 
and July 23, 2004. Neither the property owner nor the lessees escorted EGS during the site 
reconnaissance. The qualifications of the inspector are presented in Appendix A. The purpose of 
the reconnaissance was to observe any evidence of hazardous, toxic, and/or petroleum substances 
stored, contained, used, discharged, or spilled on the Site. 

2.1.1 Site Reconnaissance 

At the time of the site reconnaissance the weather was clear and sunny with an ambient air 
temperature in the low 80s Fahrenheit. The site reconnaissance consisted of a traverse and 
perimeter walk-through of the Site's grounds, a walk-through of all of the buildings, and visual 
observations of the adjacent properties. Copies of selected Site photographs are included in 
Appendix B, Photographic Summary. 

During the site reconnaissance, no unusual odors or areas of stressed vegetation were noted. A 
groundwater well was observed on the site (between an office building and the equipment storage 
building). According to Mr. Becker, this well is not being used. 
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EGS observed areas of surface staining (including areas of pooled liquids) within the existing 
buildings used to process the rolled steel. The staining is likely the result of spilled oil from the 
operation and maintenance of the equipment. In addition, areas of staining were observed near the 
two waste storage areas, one of which is located outside of the buildings. 

Due to the extensive growth of weeds and accumulation of debris along the perimeter of the Site 
(between the truck crash rail and perimeter fence) and the presence of numerous semi-trailers 
parked at the site, a complete inspection of the ground surface could not be conducted. 

2.2 EARTH SYSTEMS 

2.2.1 Topography 

With reference to the USGS South Gate, CA Quadrangle, California 7.5 Minute Topographic Map, 
the Site is located in the central portion of the Los Angeles Basin at an elevation of about 
110 feet above mean sea level (MSL). The Site is predominantly flat and the area has a general 
south-southwest topographic gradient. 

2.2.2 Watershed 

\mr Surface water runoff from the Site flows toward the storm drain basins. According to the FEMA 
Flood Zone information presented in the EDR report, the Site is located outside of the 500-year 
flood zone. 

2.2.3 Groundwater 

No site-specific information concerning the depth to groundwater was available in the EDR 
database report. However, EGS contacted the County of Los Angeles, Department of Public 
Works, Hydrology Section (County), to research the depth to groundwater in the vicinity of the site. 
According to the County the nearest well is located at the intersection of Tweedy Blvd. and Truba 
Ave., approximately 1,080 feet (0.2 miles) east of the site. The depth to water was measured in this 
well (1475B) on March 15, 2004 at 117 feet below top of casing. 

As presented in the EDR report, hydrogeologic information was available for one site (Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Company), located approximately 3 A mile north northeast of the site. Reportedly, 
the inferred depth to water is less than 60 feet in the semi-perched aquifer and the direction of 
groundwater flow is to the northeast. This flow direction only applies to aquifers present above 350 
feet deep. It is also noted that aquicludes separate aquifers underlying the site. 
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2.2.4 Geology 

The Site is located in the west central portion of the Coastal Plain of Los Angeles. The 
present-day Los Angeles physiographic basin of coastal southern California is an alluviated 
lowland plain (sometimes called the coastal plain). The basin is bounded on the north by the 
Santa Monica Mountains and the Elysian, Repetto, and Puente Hills and on the east and 
southeast by the Santa Ana Mountains and San Joaquin Hills. The lowland surface slopes gently 
south or seaward, but it is interrupted by the Coyote Hills near the northeast margin, by a line of 
elongated low hills and mesas to the south and west that extends from Newport Bay northwest to 
Beverly Hills, and by the Palos Verdes peninsula at the southwest extremity. 

Based on a review of the Geologic Map of California, "Long Beach Sheet", dated 1962, the 
subject property is located within an area of undifferentiated alluvium deposits of Holocene age. 
The Los Angeles River is located about 3 miles to the east of the site. 

2.2.5 Soil 

According to the U.S. Department of Agriculture's (USDA) Soil Conservation Service (SCS) 
data, the soils underlying the general area of the Site are described as sandy loam, gravelly - 
sandy loam, clay, sand, and gravelly sand in the surficial and shallow soil layers. This 
information was presented in the EDR database report. 

During the site reconnaissance, EGS observed several piles of soil located at various areas of the 
site. The origin of the stockpiled soil is unknown. 

According to documents obtained from the LA County Building Department, it was reported that 
the owner placed 12 inches of fill soil on the site during the demolition and grading work 
conducted in the early 1980's. The origin of the fill soil is unknown. 

2.2.6 Wetlands 

Based on soil information, the topographic map, and site reconnaissance, no evidence was found 
that the Site is situated in a present day wetland area.

2.3 ASBESTOS-CONTAINING MATERIALS (ACM) 

An asbestos survey was not included in the scope of this ESA. However, given that some of the 
structures at the site were constructed prior to 1980, asbestos-containing building materials may 
be present. 

2.4 STORAGE TANKS 

2.4.1 Underground Storage Tanks (USTs) 

No USTs are currently registered or in use on the Site. No visual evidence of USTs was 
observed during the site reconnaissance. However based on information presented in the prior 
Phase I Site Assessment report (see Section 4.6.14) three tanks (at least 1 UST) were located at 
the site. Reportedly, two tanks were removed and one was abandoned in place. 

2.4.2 Aboveground Storage Tanks (ASTs) 

No ASTs are currently registered or in use on the Site. However based on information presented 
in the prior Phase I Site Assessment report (see Section 4.6.14) three tanks (at least 1 UST) were 
located at the site. Reportedly, two tanks were removed and one was abandoned in place. 

2.5 POLYCHLORINATED BIPHENYLS (PCBS) 

Polychlorinated Biphenyls (PCBs) are toxic additives to coolants or lubricating oils used in some 
electrical transformers, light ballasts, electrical panels, or other similar equipment. PCB content 
in electrical transformers has been grouped into three categories by the USEPA: 

< 50 parts per million (ppm) NON-PCB 

50 to 499 ppm PCB-contaminated 

500 ppm and greater PCB transformer 

Utility companies often own transformer equipment and typically assume the responsibility for 
repair or replacement of damaged or leaking units and for required cleanup or remediation 
activities. Indications of damage or leakage should be immediately reported to the responsible 
utility company. 

During the site reconnaissance, EGS conducted a visual survey of the subject site for potential 
PCB-containing transformers, related equipment, drums, and storage containers. Several existing 
pad-mounted electric transformers were observed on the subject property. EGS also observed 
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several pole-mounted transformers located in the central portion of the site. No staining was 
observed on the outside of the transformers or on the ground around the base of the power poles. 

Based on the records reviewed there were at least five areas where electrical transformers were 
used prior to the demolition and grading work in the early 1980's. 

2.6 LEAD-BASED PAINT 

A lead base paint (LBP) sampling survey was not included in the scope for this ESA. However, 
since some of the structures were developed prior to 1980, lead-based paint may be present. 

2.7 WASTE MANAGEMENT AND CHEMICALS HANDLING 

Industrial waste is currently stored at the site. EGS observed an area where approximately eight 
55-gallon drums were being stored. There were also several 5-gallon liquid filled buckets, most 
of which did not have covers. Some staining was observed around this area. This area is 
adjacent and to the south wall of the equipment storage building and is not located under a 
covered awning. Rainwater could come in contact with the stored material. There is also a large 
area of exposed soil to the west where runoff from the storage area could infiltrate the subsurface 
soils. All of these containers should be stored under a covered area within containment. 

There was also an area within the building where two 55-gallon drums of oil were being stored. 
The area around these drums was stained from spillage and there was also some adsorbent 
material on the ground to soak up the spilled liquids. 

At another area, located to the west of the equipment storage building, 4 liquid filled 55-gallon 
drums were observed under a trailer. The drums had closed tops but were unlabeled. No 
staining was observed around these drums. These drums should be removed from the site and 
disposed of at an appropriate facility. 

EGS observed a large battery being stored on the ground near the west end of the equipment 
storage building. This battery should be removed from the site and disposed of at an appropriate 
facility. 

At another area, north of the equipment storage building, 14 full and partially full 55-gallon 
drums were observed. Some drums were filled with a liquid. All of the drums in this area had 
closed tops and were unlabeled. No staining was observed around these drums. These drums 
should be removed from the site and disposed of at an appropriate facility. 
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3.0 ADJACENT LAND USE 

At the time of EGS's site reconnaissance, the adjacent properties were developed with 
commercial and/or residential land uses. The specific land uses and addresses (if visible) for the 
adjacent properties are as follows: 

3.1 ADJACENT PROPERTIES TO THE SITE 

South - David Starr Jordan High School (2265 East 103 rd Street), Atlas Metal and Iron (10019 S. 
Alameda Street) and Jordan Downs Housing Project (9800 S. Grape Street) 

North - Brothers Auto Glass/Body Shop (9651 S. Alameda Street), residence (2309 East 97 th 
Street), vacant lot (no address) and Jordan Downs Housing Project (9800 S. Grape Street) 

East - Residential (various addresses), Commercial Steel & Tube (9854 S. Alameda' Street) and 
South East Area High School #2 (which is currently under construction) 

West - Jordan Downs Housing Project (9800 S. Grape Street) 

No features associated with USTs, ASTs, pits, ponds, lagoons, or sumps were observed on the 
adjacent properties. 

Based on the information reviewed, there are no existing or previously existing environmental 
concerns associated with the adjacent properties. 
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4.0 SITE HISTORY AND RECORDS REVIEW 



Past land uses were assessed to identify historical practices or conditions, which may have 
impacted the subject site. This included an interview with a site representative and a review of 
available city directories, aerial photographs, topographic maps and regulatory records. 

4.1 INTERVIEWS 

EGS interviewed Mr. Warren Becker (the property owner) at the site on July 22, 2004. Mr. 
Becker indicated that he leases the property to Lex West, LLC and Pacer Stacktrain. Prior to our 
meeting, he stated that he had not been to the site since 1999. Mr. Becker did state that he 
purchased the site in 1979 and redeveloped portions of the site in 1980. A copy of the 
Environmental Risk Disclosure Questionnaire, with Mr. Becker's responses, is presented in 
Appendix C. 

4.2 FIRE INSURANCE (SANBORN) MAPS 

Based on a search conducted by Environmental Data Resources, Inc. (EDR) of their collection of 
Sanborn Fire Insurance Maps, three maps (1928, 1950 and 1970) were identified. Given that the 
site is located outside of the Los Angeles City limits (within an unincorporated portion of the 
County of Los Angeles), these maps only provide partial coverage of the site and surrounding 
properties.

It appears that numerous buildings on the site have been 
removed.

Based on a review of the City Directories the site and adjacent properties were either business or 
residential land use. Except for the southern adjacent property (Atlas Iron & Metal Co), no other 
listings were identified which indicated an industrial land use on the site or on the adjoining 
properties.

4.6 REGULATORY RECORDS REVIEW 
4.6.1 EDR Database Search

with Los Angeles County HMS database which is a LA County Department of Public Works listing 
for sites with industrial waste and/or underground storage tanks. The following table presents 
information for the subject site and any sites within 14 mile that are listed on either a federal or state 
superfund list (that is, listed sites of which there may have been a release of hazardous substances 
of sufficient magnitude to constitute a regional threat or to have impacted the subject site).

EGS reviewed the records on July 30, 2004 and requested copies of the pertinent 
documents. The records provided included wastewater permits and wastewater analytical report 
forms, which were previously discussed in the previous section (Section 4.6.3). For a copy of the 
reviewed records (19 pages), see Appendix F. 

4.6.5 Los Angeles County Fire Department - Petro Chem Unit (ASTs) 

On July 14, 2004, EGS contacted the Los Angeles County Fire Department - Petro Chem Unit 
requesting a review of any and all records for the property located at 9901 S. Alameda Street, Los 
Angeles, CA. On July 21, 2004 the Petro Chem Unit informed EGS by telephone that no records 
were found for the site address. 

4.6.6 LA CO Dept. of Health Services, Public Health Services, Public Health Investigation 

On July 14, 2004, EGS contacted the Los Angeles County Department of Health Services, Public 
Health Services, Public Health Investigation (DHS) agency requesting a review of any and all 
records for the property located at 9901 S. Alameda Street, Los Angeles, CA. This agency is also 
the Custodian of Records for the Los Angeles County Fire Department - Health Hazmat 
Division, (County Fire Department) which currently maintains all records for hazardous material 
incidents and responses. 
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The DHS responded to EGS' request with a letter dated August 3, 2004 that stated that there 
were no records on file with their agency for the referenced address. For a copy of the County of 
Los Angeles Department of Health Services - Public Health Investigation response (1 page), see 
Appendix F. 

4.6.7 California State Fire Marshal 

On July 14, 2004, EGS contacted the California State Fire Marshal's office. The State Fire 
Marshal maintains environmental records pertaining to oil pipelines that may be present under the 
Site. The State Fire Marshal's office responded by letter that there are two companies .that operate 
underground pipelines in the area of the Site (Pacific Pipeline System LLC and ExxonMobil). EGS 
contacted both of these companies to inquire about any releases from the pipelines that may have

These units 
maintain environmental records pertaining to hazardous materials storage and related 
environmental issues. The DTSC informed EGS by letter that there were no records for the address 
on file with this agency. For a copy of the DTSC response letter, see Appendix F. 

4.6.9 California Regional Water Quality Control Board 

On July 14, 2004, EGS contacted the California Regional Water Quality Control Board - Los 
Angeles Region (RWQCB) requesting a review of any and all records for the property located at 
9901 S. Alameda Street, Los Angeles, CA. The RWQCB lists included the leaking underground 
storage tank (LUST) list, Spills, Leaks, and Industrial Cleanup (SLIC) list; storm water permits 
(NPDES) and landfills. The RWQCB informed EGS by telephone that no records for the address 
were on file with this agency. 

4.6.10 Oil and Gas 

EGS reviewed available oil and gas maps obtained from the State of California, Department of 
Conservation, Division of Oil, Gas, and Geothermal Resources. Specifically EGS reviewed the 
Regional Wildcat Map Wl-5, dated December 13, 2004, which includes the Site and surrounding 
area. There were no wells depicted on the subject site, adjacent properties, or within a V 2 mile of 
the site. For a copy of the map reviewed (1 page), see Appendix F. 

4.6.11 South Coast Air Quality Management District 

On July 14, 2004, EGS contacted the South Coast Air Quality Management District (SCAQMD) 
for the purpose of reviewing readily available environmental records pertaining to records that may 
be on file with this agency for the address of 9901 S. Alameda Street. The SCAQMD informed 
EGS by letter that no records for the Site were on file regarding applications, permits to operate, 
notices of violation (NOV), notices to comply, complaints, site inspection reports, Asbestos 
Notifications/Records, and Toxic-Health Risk Assessment. This agency did copy a one page 
Facility Equipment List Report, however there was no equipment listed. The facility was listed as 
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Becker Brothers Steel Supply and the date of last inspection was 3/1/82. No other information was 
presented on this one page document. 

EGS also requested records concerning Facility Potential to Emit. This agency did copy a one page 
Facility Potential to Emit data sheet, however there was no emissions listed. The facility was listed 
as Becker Brothers Steel Supply and no other facility specific information was presented.

4.6.12 United States EPA Region 9 

On July 14, 2004, EGS contacted the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), 
Region 9 for the purpose of reviewing readily available environmental records pertaining to records 
that may be on file with this agency for the address of 9901 S. Alameda Street. The EPA responded 
with a letter dated August 10, 2004 that stated that there were no records on file with their agency 
for the referenced address. For a copy of the US EPA response (1 page), see Appendix F. 

4.6.13 Other Regulatory Records Searched or Requested 

There are no additional regulatory agencies known to EGS that are likely to have further relevant 
environmental information pertaining to the subject site. 

4.6.14 Client-Supplied Environmental Documents 

In the course of this assessment, EGS was provided with a Phase I Environmental Site 
Assessment and selected Soil Sampling Report, prepared by The Mark Group, Inc. (Mark Group), 
dated February 9, 1996. This report was prepared for the Becker Brothers Steel Supply 
Company. The following is a review of the supplied document: 

As expressed by The Mark Group, the purpose of the Phase I Environmental Site Assessment 
report was to screen the property for potential gross environmental hazards from past and present 
onsite activities. In addition to the historical research, the scope of work also included the 
collection and analysis of soil samples from various areas of the Site. 

The Mark Group conveyed that the property was periodically used as farmland prior to 1938. 
From 1938 until approximately 1979 the site appeared to have been used to make steel billets by 
melting scrap iron and to manufacture other steel products, including barbed wire fence posts and 
reinforcing rods. During this time various areas of the site were used to stockpile large volumes 
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of scrap metal. During 1979-80 the site underwent major construction, including the demolition 
of the former mill and machine parts buildings, and settling ponds that were located in the central 
portion of the site. In addition, several areas of the site were over excavated and recompacted to 
depths of six to ten feet in order to provide adequate soil bearing capacity for a 200-ton crane. It 
was also stated that the exact location of crane was unknown and that aerial photographs appear 
to indicate that soil was excavated from the southwest, south central, north central and northeast 
areas of the site. Since 1980 the facility has only been used to cold process steel. 

It was also reported that two underground storage tanks (USTs) were removed from the site 
during demolition. A third 500-gallon UST, located along the north side of the existing finished 
goods building, was reported to have been abandoned in place by backfilling it with slurry. The 
Mark Group conveyed that the location of the USTs is unknown and that no records were found 
for any USTs. 

The Mark Group also reported that one groundwater production well was located on the east side 
of the existing equipment storage building and is reported not to have been in use for 
approximately 20 years. 

The Mark Group presented the following findings in their report: 

1. A small area of stained soil was observed along the south wall and was reportedly the 
result from a spill on the adjacent Atlas Iron and Metal property. 

2. One 500-gallon underground storage tank (UST) was reportedly backfilled in place and 
two other USTs were removed from unknown locations. 

3. Three electrical transformers were observed on the ground. 

4. The results from the limited soil sampling indicated that concentrations of CAM metals 
were below the CCR Title 22, TTLC valves. Elevated concentrations of oils were 
detected but no regulatory action levels for oils are known. 

5. The site was recently removed from the Cal-Sites/ASPIS regulatory database. 

The Mark Group's limited soil sampling conducted at the site included advancing a total of ten 
borings to depths up to 12 feet below grade. A total of 36 soil samples were collected from the 
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10 borings and only 13 samples were selected for laboratory analysis. The Mark Group 
summarized the field investigation work and the analytical results as follows: 

• Borings B-l and B-2 were advanced near the suspected locations of former electrical 
transformers adjacent to the former furnace building. One sample was collected from 
each boring at a depth of approximately 2 feet and neither sample contained detectable 
concentrations of polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs). 

• Borings B-3 and B-4 were drilled near the former settling pond. One sample was 
collected from boring B-3 at a depth of 6 feet. The sample was analyzed for 6 metals 
(arsenic, chromium, copper, lead, nickel and zinc) and total petroleum hydrocarbons 
(TPH). The concentrations of metals were below the referenced regulatory limits 
however TPH was detected at a concentration of 52 ppm. The boring log from boring B- 
3 referenced that concrete was encountered at a depth of 3.5 feet and 5.5 to 5.9 feet below 
grade. The boring log also referenced that an oily odor was noted to the total depth of 12 
feet. 

One sample was collected from boring B-4 at a depth of 2 feet. The sample was only 
analyzed for TPH, which was detected at a concentration of 630 ppm. The boring log 
from boring B-4 was not included in the copy of the report provided to EGS. 

• Borings B-5 and B-6 were drilled near the former scrap piles east of the furnace building. 
One sample was collected from boring B-5 at a depth of 1.5 feet, which was analyzed for 
semivolatile organic compounds (SVOCs). No SVOCs were detected in the sample. The 
boring log from B-5 references that an oily odor was encountered in the soil at a depth of 
6-inches and that drilling could not advance below a depth of 2.5 feet. 

Two samples were collected from boring B-6 at depths of 3 and 4 feet. The 3 -foot 
sample was analyzed for TPH, which was detected at a concentration of 1,700 ppm. The 
4-foot sample was analyzed 6 metals (arsenic, chromium, copper, lead, nickel and zinc). 
The concentrations of metals were below the referenced regulatory limits. The boring log 
from boring B-6 referenced that an oily odor was noted to the total depth of 10 feet. 
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• Boring B-7 was drilled near the former reroll scrap pile. One sample was collected from 
boring B-7 at a depth of 2 feet. The sample was analyzed for 6 metals (arsenic, 
chromium, copper, lead, nickel and zinc) and total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH). The 
concentrations of metals were below the referenced regulatory limits however TPH was 
detected at a concentration of 790 ppm. 

• Boring B-8 was drilled along the south side of the processing building near a stained soil 
area along the southern property line (common property line with Atlas Iron and Metal). 
Two samples were collected from boring B-8 at depths of 1 and 2 feet. The 1-foot 
sample was analyzed for TPH, which was detected at a concentration of 220 ppm. The 2- 
foot sample was analyzed 6 metals (arsenic, chromium, copper, lead, nickel and zinc). 
The concentrations of metals were below the referenced regulatory limits. 

• Boring B-9 was drilled to the south of the former mill building in an area that appeared to 
have been used to store scrap metal. Two samples were collected from boring B-9 at 
depths of 1 and 2 feet. The 1 -foot sample was analyzed for TPH, which was detected at a 
concentration of 220 ppm. The 2-foot sample was analyzed for 6 metals (arsenic, 
chromium, copper, lead, nickel and zinc). The concentrations of metals were below the 
referenced regulatory limits. 

• Boring B-10 was drilled in the northeast portion of the site near a scrap metal storage 
area. One sample was collected from boring B-10 at a depth of 1 foot. The sample was 
only analyzed for TPH, which was detected at a concentration of 5,000 ppm. 

The Mark Group stated that although the investigation work did not extend below a depth of 10 
and that groundwater most likely is at a depth of approximately 110 feet, the preliminary data 
generated suggest that it is unlikely for the site to have impacted the groundwater. 

The following statement was presented at the end of The Mark Group's report: "Our scope of 
work did not include presentation of recommendations for further investigations. Therefore, no 
recommendations are presented in this report." 

A copy of the referenced report is included in Appendix G. 
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5.0 CONCLUSIONS 



Environmental Geoscience Services has completed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment in 
conformance with the scope and limitations of ASTM Practice E 1 527 of the property located at 
9901 S. Alameda Street, Los Angeles, California. Any exceptions to, or deletions from, this 
practice are described in Section 1 . 1 of this report. 

• The Site consists of approximately 22 acres of land located on the West side of S. 
Alameda Street. There are five primary buildings on the site which include two office 
buildings (eastern portion of the site), an equipment storage building (25,000 ft 2 ), a 
processing/finished goods building (86,000 ft 2 ) and a furnace building (27,000 ft 2 ). The 
area around 3 of the 4 buildings is paved with asphalt (the area around the furnace 
building is not paved). There are two other small-unoccupied buildings on site including 
a former locker room (near the eastern property line) and a building of unknown use 
(located in the central portion of the site). 

• The Site was periodically used as farmland prior to the 1940's and was subsequently 
developed as an iron and steel manufacturing facility. Although specific details of the 
manufacturing facility are not known, limited information was obtained from the research 
conducted for this report. Reportedly, the facility operations involved the making of steel 
billets by melting scrap iron and also manufacturing of other steel products, including 
barbed wire fence posts and reinforcing rods. Various areas of the site were also used to 
stockpile large volumes of scrap metal. The manufacturing business was reportedly sold 
in 1974/1975 and the Site was vacant until purchased in 1979 by the current owner 
(Becker Brothers Steel Supply Company). Much of the old facility was demolished and 
some grading work was conducted in the early 1980's. Very limited information was 
available for review concerning the demolition and grading work. Since the 
redevelopment work, the southeast portion of the site has been used as a "cold processing 
facility" for rolled steel, which is currently being leased to Lex West, LLC. The 
remaining portion of the site is leased by Pacer Stacktrain and is currently used to store 
semi-trailers. 
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This assessment has revealed various recognized environmental conditions in connection with 
the property, which are outlined below: 

□ There were three storage tanks on site, including at least one underground storage 
tank. The tanks reportedly contained fuel oil and gasoline. It is unknown if all of the 
tanks have been removed from the site. No soil sampling has been conducted to 
identify if there have been releases from the tanks. 

□ Large portions of the site were used to store scrap metal (one area was 400' by 400' 
and another area was 100' by 500'). Limited soil sampling in these areas has 
identified the presence of petroleum hydrocarbons in the soil. The lateral and vertical 
extent of the hydrocarbon contamination has not been determined. 

□ A furnace building is located in the northwest portion of the site. This building was 
used to melt the scrap iron and pour the molten metal into molds. The ground surface 
in this building is unpaved and it is unknown if residual metals are present in the near 
surface soils. 

□ Numerous electrical transformers were/are located at various areas of the site. 
Limited soil sampling was conducted at two locations to identify if polychlorinated 
biphenyls (PCBs) are present in the soil near the transformers. Although PCBs were 
not detected in the two samples analyzed, additional sampling is necessary to identify 
if there has been any releases from the transformers. 

□ A large settling basin (175' by 35') was identified as being apart of the cooling water 
process associated with the former iron and steel manufacturing operation. Limited 
soil sampling was conducted which identified the presence of petroleum 
hydrocarbons in the soil. The lateral and vertical extent of the hydrocarbon 
contamination has not been determined. 

□ Several bag houses were located in the area near the furnace building. The bag 
houses were used to contain the dust generated from the furnace operation. The dust 
from bag houses contains high concentrations of metals and could be a hazardous 
waste. Although the bag houses have been removed from the site, no soil sampling 
has been conducted in the area of the former bag houses. 

□ One former building was used as a truck repair area. No soil sampling has been 
conducted in this area. 

□ A large former building (100' by 500') was used as a steel rolling mill. This building 
was demolished in the late 1970's or early 1980's. Extensive demolition and grading 
work was conducted to remove the underground footings and pits. No soil sampling 
has been conducted in this area. 
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□ A former machine shop (140' by 60') was located along the southern property line of 
the site. No soil sampling has been conducted in this area. 

□ A former oil shed was located at the site. No soil sampling has been conducted in this 
area. 

□ At least three former cooling towers were located at the site. The cooling towers were 
used to provide water for the furnace operations. No soil sampling has been 
conducted in these areas. 

□ During the site reconnaissance, numerous areas of surface staining were observed on 
the ground within the existing buildings that are used for steel processing. The 
staining is likely the result of spilled oil from the operation and maintenance of the 
equipment. No soil sampling has been conducted in these areas. 

□ During the site reconnaissance, two areas of waste storage were observed. The waste 
storage included drums of oil, waste oil and other unknown liquids. Some containers 
were not covered. Surface staining was observed on the ground around both of these 
areas. No soil sampling has been conducted in these areas. 

□ Based on the reviewed records, there were two separate drains that were identified as 
being used for waste materials. No soil sampling has been conducted in these areas. 
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6.0 RECOMMENDATIONS 



Based on the EGS site reconnaissance, historical permits review and the supplied documents, 
EGS makes the following recommendations for the property located at 9901 S. Alameda Street: 

□ Conduct additional site assessment work to identify the extent of the previously 
identified petroleum hydrocarbon impacted soil and also identify if the other recognized 
environmental conditions have resulted in areas of contaminated soil. This additional 
assessment work will need to be conducted prior to any site development work that will 
include site-grading activities at the site. 
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7.0 LIMITATIONS 



This report has been prepared for the sole and exclusive use of Richard Meruelo (Client) to assist 
in evaluating potential environmental liabilities associated with the Site. This report may not 
contain sufficient information for the use of parties other than those mentioned above. Terms 
and conditions of EGS services to the Client have been established through mutual agreement. 

It should be noted that environmental evaluations are inherently limited in the sense that 
conclusions are drawn and recommendations developed from limited research and site 
evaluations. For these types of evaluations, it is often necessary to use information prepared by 
others and EGS cannot be responsible for the accuracy of such information. Additionally, the 
passage of time may result in a change in the environmental characteristics at this Site and 
surrounding properties. This report does not warrant against future operations or conditions, nor 
does it warrant against operations or conditions present of a type or at a location not investigated. 
This report is not a regulatory compliance audit. 

Subsurface conditions were not field investigated, as this was outside the scope of this study, and 
may differ from the conditions implied by the surficial observations. This study is not intended 
to assess or otherwise determine if soil contamination, waste emplacement, or groundwater 
^w' contamination exists. These data are accessible only by subsurface material and groundwater 
sampling. The scope of work, in accordance with our agreement, did not include these activities. 

All reasonable efforts have been made during this assessment to identify the presence of 
aboveground and underground storage tanks and ancillary equipment. "Reasonable efforts" are 
limited to information gained from visual observation of largely unobstructed areas, recorded 
database information held in public record, and available information gathered from interviews. 
Such methods do not preclude the existence of actual subsurface equipment, which may be 
hidden from view due to paving, vegetation, construction, debris pile storage, or incorrect 
information from sources.

Gentlemen: 

On behalf of my associates, thank you for the opportunity to provide this Phase II 
Environmental Site Assessment (Phase II ESA) Report for the Q901 South Alameda 
Street property, in Los Angeles, California (the Site). The location of the Site is 
represented on Figure 1 (attached). On July 22, 2005, Warren Becker and Sheldon 
Becker, Managers for Shama, LLC (Client) and its Counsel directed the RCC Group, 
LLC (RCC) to conduct a limited Phase II ESA of the Site. 

SUMMARY 

The principal objective of the Client's Phase II ESA sampling activity was to collect 
independent, and representative shallow-depth soil samples, and confirm that the Site 
historic and current operations have not been, and could not be considered a source of 
priority pollutant contaminants in the local environment. The Phase II ESA was 
conducted to support a Motion for Summary Judgment regarding litigation filed by 
People of the State of California, etc., v. S&W Atlas Iron and Metal Co., Inc., etc., etal, 
Los Angeles County Superior Court Case No: BC 316733, in which Client and an 
affiliated company, Becker Brothers Steel Supply Co., have been added as parties 
pursuant to a Cross-Complaint filed by S&W Atlas Iron and Metal Co., Inc. ("Atlas") 

As part of the evaluation process and within this Phase II ESA Report (Report), the 
laboratory results from the Phase II sampling activity undertaken by RCC were 
compared to the results of endangerment assessment activities conducted in 2004 for 
the David Starr Jordan High School (High School) by the California Department of Toxic 
Substances Control (DTSC). 

Specifically, and as described in detail below, RCC conducted an authoritative sampling 
of the area surrounding the "Lexington Steel" (an active tenant) process building at the 
Site, as this portion of the Site abuts the Atlas and High School Properties. 
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The selected samples were submitted to a California-certified laboratory testing facility 
and analyzed for total concentrations of lead, copper, zinc, mercury and polychlorinated 
biphenyl (PCB) compounds. This Report was prepared to summarize the Phase II ESA 
activities performed, present the laboratory analytical results, provide conclusions 
regarding current Site conditions, and to recommend possible additional remedial 
investigations, if warranted. All laboratory analytical reports generated for this Phase II 
ESA are presented in Appendix A to this Report. 

PHASE II ENVIRONMENTAL SITE ASSESSMENT DATA EVALUATION 
Prior Phase I ESA Findings 

In connection with Client's possible sale of the Site, RCC conducted a Phase I ESA 
Update and issued a Phase I ESA Update Report (Update Report) on July 26, 2004. 
As described more fully below, the Phase II ESA activities were conducted and 
documented by RCC in July and August 2005. 

The RCC Phase I Update activities and subsequent Update Report were based on a 
February 9, 1996 "Phase I ESA And Selected Soil Sampling" (Phase I) due diligence 
effort, performed by the Mark Group, Inc. (Mark). (The Mark Phase I is attached hereto 
as Appendix B) Both Mark and RCC due diligence efforts concluded that the Site has 
been used for industrial operations since the 1940s. A representation of the historical 
industrial land uses and associated facilities in May 1994 are illustrated on the attached 
Figure 2. The Update Report that is attached hereto as Appendix C concluded there 
was no evidence of widespread hazardous wastes, or improperly managed hazardous 
materials and/or petroleum products on the Site during the June 2004 Site visit. It is 
important to note that both Mark and RCC due diligence efforts independently 
concluded that the cold process used by the former and existing tenants for 
manufacturing steel products does NOT utilize hazardous materials or petroleum 
products, and does NOT generate hazardous wastes such as those generated on 
the Atlas site or discovered on the High School property. Manufacturing 
equipment, forklifts and facility uses of lubrication fluids, propane, acetylene and 
oxygen gases (used for localized welding activities) do not represent "recognized 
environmental conditions" (RECs) as described in the Update Report. Similarly, no 
current or historical pits, drains, catch basins, drip pads, dry wells, or hazardous waste 
disposal sumps were noted during RCC's June 2004 or July 2005 Site visits. 

Phase II ESA Sampling Plan Development 

On July 22, 2005, RCC began a review of court documents regarding the People of 
California, etc. v. S & W Atlas Iron and Metal Co., Inc., etc. et al. As depicted on Figure 
2, the Atlas property is located on the southern property boundary of the Site. In 
addition to the referenced court documents, on August 22, 2005, RCC examined a copy 
of the April 2004 DTSC Sample Plan and subsequent Field Sampling Report, which 
was focused on historic waste soil piles at the Atlas facility. 
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Most recently in September 2005, RCC reviewed final draft copies of a Preliminary 
Endangerment Assessment (PEA) Report, which was prepared by the DTSC in early 
2005 and based on the aforementioned DTSC 2004 documents. According to the 
DTSC, the purpose of this PEA was to determine if the presence of chemicals of 
concern released from the Atlas site might pose a threat to human health and/or the 
environment. An additional purpose was to evaluate the potential impacts of historic 
land-use practices and current Atlas operations on the adjacent High School and 
athletic fields. 

Based on reviews of these documents, RCC concluded the following: 

• The 2005 DTSC PEA Report describes environmental contaminants generated 
from the Atlas facility and their operations include but are not limited to lead, 
copper, zinc, mercury, and PCB compounds. The DTSC report DID NOT 
determine that the Site was an ongoing source of environmental contaminants. 

• Specific data in the 2005 DTSC PEA Report indicates that soil pile contamination 
at the Atlas facility exceeds both State and Federal hazardous waste criteria. 
The 2005 PEA Report is attached hereto as Appendix D. 

• In order to conduct the PEA evaluation, the DTSC compared soil concentrations 
from the High School with soil concentrations from a similar school site 
approximate one-quarter mile distant. Similarly, and in order for RCC to evaluate 
the Phase II sample results, RCC collected soil samples from selected High 
School site locations, which were upwind and/or located a reasonable distance 
from the Atlas facility operations. The protocol followed by RCC was 
scientifically necessary, in order to establish what concentrations of lead, copper, 
zinc, mercury, and PCBs may be typical for soils at industrial sites in this portion 
of Los Angeles County. 

Based on RCC's review of DTSC documents, RCC's June 2004 and July 22, 2005 Site 
visits, and an examination of historical aerial photographs, RCC developed a sampling 
and analysis plan (SAP) for the Site on July 25, 2005. The Site field investigation for 
the subject Phase II was limited to an evaluation of lead, copper, zinc, mercury, and 
PCBs in shallow-depth Site soils, as these were the primary contaminants noted in the 
DTSC PEA report (Appendix D). 

The chemical characteristics of these priority pollutant metals and complex organic 
molecules include low mobility in the environment and low vapor pressure. In other 
words, these compounds do not easily migrate in the environment and they are not 
volatile. Consequently, once they are generated, these compounds are expected to be 
restricted to (and accumulate on) surface and shallow-depth soils (less than two feet 
below grade surface). 
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From a human health perspective, the DTSC is principally concerned about human 
health exposure to contaminants through dermal contact with affected soil, incidental 
ingestion of soil, and inhalation of contaminated dust particles. 

The DTSC PEA confirmed RCC's conclusion that surface water runoff from the 
adjacent hazardous waste piles at Atlas is a significant pathway for these chemicals of 
concern to be transported to the pavement and shallow soils at the Site. A groundwater 
pathway from the Atlas site to the Site is not considered significant by DTSC due to the 
aforementioned (immobile) chemical characteristics of the contaminants. 

Phase II ESA Sampling Methodology 

Following the development of the SAP, shallow-depth soil samples were collected on 
July 27, 2005 from eleven locations using a rig-mounted GeoProbe sampling device. 
Locations for the shallow-depth soil samples collected by RCC are depicted on Figure 
3. 

Soils samples were collected employing push-technology sampling methods, which 
utilized clean, 4-foot long, polyacetate sleeves for each sample core drive. For each 
sample, an aliquot of the soil in the sleeve, adjacent to the sample depth, was 
transferred to clean glass jars, which were provided by the laboratory. All samples 
submitted for laboratory evaluation were labeled with project-specific information 
including horizontal sampling location, sample depth interval, date and the sampler's 
initials. 

Whenever possible, soil sample core drives were pushed to a maximum depth of 4-feet 
below grade. One sampling exception was at location Lex7. At that location, 
subsurface soil conditions prevented the collection of shallow-depth soil samples; 
consequently, the most shallow soil sample was collected at 3-feet below grade. 

The samples were collected under the direction and control of a California Registered 
Geologist. All RCC Phase II ESA soil samples were collected, processed and delivered 
under Chain of Custody control to Calscience in Garden Grove. Calscience is a 
California-certified testing facility, qualified to perform the required analyses. Samples 
were analyzed on a standard turnaround time basis (five business days). 

Quality Assurance/Quality Control 

Quality Assurance/Quality Control (QA/QC) field procedures were initiated with the start 
of surface soil sampling. The GeoProbe sampler used for sampling was cleaned prior 
to collecting each soil sample. New, clean polyacetate sleeves were utilized for each 
sample core driven. These sleeves are chemically-compatible for the evaluation of 
soils for metals and PCBs as they do not bias laboratory testing results. 

QA/QC field procedures also included the collection and analysis of background soil 
samples from the Shama, LLC property, as described above. Average background soil 
concentrations for the Site were established using shallow-depth soil samples from 
Lex6, Lex8, Lex10, and Lex11. In addition, the laboratory also analyzed method blanks 
for the sample batches. 
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Analysis of the method blank QA/QC samples did not detect any of the target 
contaminants. All matrix spike samples were within the control limits for the target 
contaminants. An evaluation of the QA/QC results support the conclusions of the 
laboratory data set provided herein. All laboratory analytical reports generated during 
this Phase II ESA are presented in Appendix A to this Report. 

PHASE II ESA FINDINGS 

Calscience laboratory analytical results from the Phase II sample testing are 
summarized on Table 1. These data are tabulated according to the sample 
identification number, analyte and testing methods that were employed on the samples 
submitted. 

To ensure the quality of the collected samples and reliability of the laboratory results, 
representative "background" soil samples were collected and analyzed with the sample 
data set. Average background soil concentrations for the Site were established using 
shallow-depth soil samples from Lex6, Lex8, Lex10, and Lex11. The average of these 
four background soil samples is illustrated on a separate row on Table 1. 

Although located physically upwind of the suspect Atlas soil piles, soil sample Lex7 was 
collected approximately 2.5 feet deeper than shallow-depth soil samples from Lex6, 
Lex8, Lex10 and Lex11, and therefore is technically not considered a "background" 
shallow soil sample for the purpose of this evaluation. 

Inorganic compounds such as metals are naturally occurring and to some degree can 
be found in most urban environments; however, the presence of significantly elevated 
metals concentrations and complex organic compounds (such as PCBs) is unnatural 
and present a threat to human health and the environment. 

The distribution and magnitude of metals and PCB concentrations in shallow-depth 
soils collected by RCC on the Shama, LLC Site indicates the following: 

• A review of the laboratory data results from four locations at the Site, Lex6, Lex8, 
Lex10 and Lex11, indicate relatively low concentrations of total lead, copper, zinc 
metals, which may be typical for this portion of Los Angeles County. Mercury 
and PCBs were not detected in these same four samples, which confirms the 
fact that mercury and PCBs are not naturally occurring compounds in this portion 
of Los Angeles County. Consequently, and for purposes of this Phase II ESA, it 
is reasonable to assume that these four soil samples represent average on-site 
"background data" in the data set presented herein on Table 1. 

• Concentrations of total lead, copper and zinc in shallow soil samples from five 
Site locations, Lex1, Lex2, Lex3, Lex4 and Lex5, are elevated above the onsite 
background concentrations" referenced above. These locations are adjacent to 
the chain link and concrete brick fences erected between the Site and the Atlas 
facility. Specifically, these five locations are in the immediately vicinity of onsite 
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pavement breaks, or open passages in the chain link and concrete brick fences 
between the Site and the Atlas property. 

• Total lead detected in shallow-depth soil samples from Lex2, Lex3 and Lex5, 
range in concentration from approximately 131 mg/Kg to 148 mg/Kg, which is very 
close to the 150 mg/Kg Cal-Modified Preliminary Remediation Goal (Cal-Modified 
PRG) for lead, as presented in the USEPA Region 9 PRGs. This criterion is 
typically applied by investigators to soil remediation scenarios at California 
industrial sites. The USEPA Region 9 PRGs are attached hereto as Appendix E. 

• Initially, the evaluations of total lead concentrations on the adjacent High School 
were conducted by DTSC using a target concentration of 255 mg/kg for school 
sites. The average Atlas property lead concentration in waste soils is 681 mg/Kg. 

• Aroclor PCB compounds are not naturally occurring in urban settings; however, 
they were found in two samples collected from the Site. One detection (Lex5) 
exceeded the USEPA Region-9 PRG for Residential Soils ("residential PRGs") 
for "high risk" PCB mixtures. These high-risk mixtures include Aroclor-1260 and 
Aroclor-1248, which are particularly toxic congeners. The application of this 
residential PRG criterion is appropriate and applicable to the Site due to the 
historical presence of residential housing units nearby, as well as the 
immediately adjacent High School. 

• Historical evidence documented by DTSC states that Atlas began operating as a 
scrap metal recycler in the 1940s. Automobile engines and other metal fixtures 
were brought to the Atlas facility for dismantling purposes prior to recycling. The 
non-recyclable soil and debris that accompanied the various loads delivered to 
the Atlas facility were historically discharged into two soil waste piles. These two 
soil waste piles discovered by DTSC are located in the northwestern corner of 
the Atlas property. These piles are immediately adjacent to the High School 
athletic fields on the west, and the steel processing building and perimeter road 
on the Site. 

• The July 27, 2005 samples collected by RCC confirmed the Phase I Update 
conclusions, which stated that there was no visible evidence of widespread, 
improperly stored hazardous materials or petroleum products on the Site. Both 
the 1996 and 2004 Phase I ESAs confirmed that the Site has historically been 
utilized for industrial purposes, including limited smelter operations. The due 
diligence efforts independently concluded that the industrial steel product 
processes in use since the 1970s by the former and existing tenants, does NOT 
utilize hazardous materials or petroleum products, and does NOT generate 
hazardous wastes. In addition, the limited smelting operations conducted on the 
Site prior to the 1970s occurred at a location (see Former Furnace Building on 
Figure 2), which was different from the historical steel product processing 
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building, and located a significant distance away from the Atias property and the 
High School property. 

• RCC's review of the historical documentation of the Atlas site activities, and a 
review of the DTSC conceptual exposure model in the 2005 PEA Report 
confirms RCC's conclusion that surface water runoff from the adjacent 
hazardous waste soil piles at the Atlas site is a significant pathway for these 
chemicals of concern to be transported to the pavement and shallow soils at the 
Site. In addition, fugitive dust emissions (windborne dust) from the Atlas 
hazardous waste soil piles have deposited on the steel product processing 
building surfaces for years. It is likely, and as indicated by the DTSC that annual 
stormwater runoff from the buildings moves the contaminated dust from the 
building surfaces to the Site pavement surfaces. This contaminated stormwater 
runoff and infiltration onsite has likely been the source for the shallow-depth soil 
contamination on the Site. 

PHASE II ESA CONCLUSIONS 

The following conclusions are based on RCC's observations of Site conditions, and an 
evaluation of laboratory analytical results of soil samples collected on July 27, 2005, 
and the DTSC documents noted above. 

• Aroclor PCB compounds are not naturally occurring, and were found at two 
sampling locations on the Site. One detection exceeded the USEPA Region-9 
Residential PRGs for "high risk" PCB mixtures. The application of residential- 
based criteria is appropriate for the Site due to the presence of long-standing 
residential housing units nearby, in addition to the immediately adjacent High 
School. 

• Total mercury was detected at five soil-sampling locations onsite, and at two 
locations, Lex2 and Lex3, concentrations were several times higher than the 
average background soil concentrations of 0.0835 mg/Kg. Total mercury in soils 
is not a naturally occurring compound in this portion of Los Angeles County, and 
for purposes of this Phase II ESA, it is reasonable to assume the laboratory- 
reporting limit of 0.0835 mg/Kg represents "background concentrations" in the 
data set presented. Therefore, the five soil samples with detected mercury are 
elevated above local "background concentrations" referenced above. . 

• In 2004 and 2005, the DTSC determined that the presence of chemically- 
affected soil at the High School is the direct result of unauthorized releases to 
the local environment from the Atlas facility. Similarly as in the case of the High 
School, these releases have migrated to the Site as windborne dust, as soluble 
leachate, and stormwater runoff. RCC has concluded that the affected portion of 
the Site is probably not limited to shallow soils, but could include ambient air, 
shallow groundwater, and stormwater runoff. As indicated in the DTSC PEA, 
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human receptors on the Site could include Site workers, and Site visitors. 
Possible routes of chemical exposures to these human receptors could include 
inhalation, ingestion or dermal contact. 

The lateral extent of chemically impacted soil at the Site has only been initially 
estimated as the results of Phase II sampling activities noted herein; 
consequently, additional and widespread areas of the Site may be chemically 
impacted at greater concentrations than what has been found in this limited 
Phase II data set. Additional Site characterization would be needed in order to 
evaluate the full extent and chemical impacts from the Atlas facility on Site soils 
and shallow groundwater. The purpose of any additional Site characterization 
would be to refine this conceptual Site model of potential chemical releases from 
the Atlas facility, and develop a more precise assessment of chemical exposures 
routes and receptors. 

• The Phase I ESA of 1996 and Phase I ESA Update of 2004 indicate that the Site 
has historically been used for industrial operations since the 1940s. In addition, 
the Phase I ESA Update reported that there was no visible evidence of 
widespread hazardous wastes, or improperly managed hazardous materials 
and/or petroleum products on the Site during the June 2004 Site visit. 

Both the 1996 and 2004 due diligence efforts independently concluded the cold 
process used by the former tenant (Becker Brothers Steel Supply Company) and 
existing tenant (Lexington Steel) for manufacturing steel products does not utilize 
hazardous materials (such as mercury or PCBs) and/or petroleum products in 
their manufacturing process. The cold steel manufacturing process does not 
generate hazardous wastes such as those generated on the Atlas property, or 
discovered on the High School property. 

Consequently, the Site cannot be considered a source of priority pollutant 
contaminants occurring on either the Atlas property or the High School property. 

• The Phase II ESA activities and resulting data confirm that the Site and historical 
steel product manufacturing operations have not been, and cannot be 
considered a source of priority pollutant contaminants at the Atlas property, the 
High School or in the local environment. 

The volume and magnitude of hazardous wastes discovered on the Atlas 
property represents decades of onsite waste accumulation. During those same 
decades of Atlas waste accumulation, the Site tenants operated a cold steel 
manufacturing operation, which does not utilize hazardous materials or 
petroleum products in their process, or generate hazardous wastes. 
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The detections of hazardous substances on the High School property confirmed 
the active migration of priority pollutant contaminants from the Atlas property to 
the High School property as well as to the Site. It is likely that the existing 
process building and paved areas on the Site have served to reduce but not 
eliminate the impact of active contaminant migration from sources on the Atlas 
property. 

It is RCC's professional opinion that it is scientifically impossible for the Site or 
any activities conducted thereon to have caused the presence of chemical 
concentrations, which are hazardous to human health on either the Atlas property 
or the High School. This opinion is based on (1) RCC's review and evaluation of the 
materials and documents noted above, which includes descriptions of the hazardous 
concentrations of contaminants noted in the Atlas waste soil piles, the presence of 
these same hazardous substances at elevated concentrations on portions of the High 
School property, and (2) the discovery of significantly lower concentrations of 
contaminants detected in shallow-depth soils on the Shama, LLC Site. 

The Phase II ESA findings demonstrate that chemically-affected Site soil has been 
discovered on the Shama, LLC Site. It can be reasonably assumed that the Shama, 
LLC Site has been negatively impacted as the result of unauthorized releases migrating 
from the Atlas facility soil piles and associated operations.

Thank you for your interest in Clean Harbors Environmental Services, Inc. (Clean 
Harbors). We provide a broad range of environmental services including hazardous and 
non-hazardous waste transportation and disposal, laboratory chemical packing, 
emergency response, and remediation system installation, excavation, grading, and 
industrial maintenance. We are pleased to offer you the following budgetary cost 
proposal to provide remediation activities to mitigate soils impacted with elevated 
concentrations, above California-Modified Preliminary Remediation Goals (PRGs), of 
lead, arsenic and polychlorinated biphenyls (PCB's) at selected locations on the 9901 
South Alameda Street property (the Site). This cost estimate has been prepared using the 
analytical results from the RCC Group, LLC (RCC) Report on Focused Assessment of 
Site Conditions (Report) prepared for Shama, LLC on October 12, 2007. In addition, 
Clean Harbors conducted a preliminary Site walk with RCC on November 6, 2007 in 
order to observe Site features indicated in the RCC Report. 

Scope of Work 

Clean Harbors understands that the scope of work for this project includes multiple tasks 
as defined herein. Clean Harbors will furnish all necessary labor, equipment, materials, 
and supplies necessary to perform the following tasks: 
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TASK 1 - Mobilization/Demobilization to and from the Site, including Site set-up, 
preparation of Site Specific Health and Safety Plan (SSHASP) and Permits required to 
perform remediation activities. 

TASK 2 - Geotechnical Survey of concrete wall located along the southern side of the 
Steel Product Process Building (SPPB). 

TASK 3 - Removal of flat work asphalt and approximately 2-feet of chemically- 
impacted soil along southern portion of SPPB and eastern boundary along South 
Alameda Street. 

TASK 4 - Collection of confirmation soils from excavation bottom to ensure Cal 
Modified PRCs are met. 

TASK 5 - Remediation Support Activities comprised of Storm Water Prevention 
Pollution Plan (including Notice of Intent - NOI) and Air Monitoring in accordance with 
the South Coast Air Quality Management District requirements. Support activities also 
include dust and traffic control measures as required. 

TASK 6 - Transportation and Disposal of chemically-impacted soils removed, and 
recycling of non-impacted asphalt. 

TASK 7 - Backfill and compaction of depressions including flatwork. 

DETAILED SUMMARY 
SHAMA, LLC - IMPACTED SOIL REMOVAL PROJECT 



TASK 1 -Mobilization/SSHASP/Permits 



Prior to mobilization, Clean Harbors will prepare a Site specific health and 
safety plan (SSHASP) encompassing all safeguards required to perform the 
specified work activities detailed in this cost proposal. In addition, Clean 
Harbors will obtain all necessary permits required to perform intrusive 
activities required to mitigate the Site. Clean Harbors anticipates preparing 
support plans and obtaining the following permits: 

• Excavation/Grading Permit - City of Los Angeles 

• Removal Work Plan and Schedule 

• Storm Water Management Plan (including NOI) 

» South Coast Air Quality Management Notification 

• Traffic Control Plan 

• Water Meter (Fire Department Sign Off Required) 

Clean Harbors will mobilize/demobilize all labor, equipment, materials and 
supplies necessary to perform all work activities in an effort to remove 
impacted soils and non-impacted asphalt. Prior to mobilization, Clean Harbors 
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will contact "Dig Safe" and perform a private utility survey. Some of the major 
equipment and labor to be mobilized to the Site includes but not limited to: 

Mobilization/Demobilization Personnel and Equipment 

• Saw Cutter (39 HP) 

• RM 300 - Road Reclaimer (Asphalt Removal) 

• Wheeled Loader (544 G) (Loading) 

• Backhoe710D 

• Water Buffalo (Dust Control) 

• .2-Ton Roller and Tamper 

• Pick-Ups 

• Portable Toilet 

• Storage Container 

• Compressor 

» Generator (Hand tools, sawzalls, etc) 

• Labor force will consist of a working supervisor, two equipment 
operators and two technicians. 

Clean Harbors will perform a safety review (tailgate meeting) per SSHASP prior to 
the start of work activities each day. Clean Harbors will ready those portions of the 
Site for removal activities by establishing control zones, such as the exclusion zone 
(EZ), contamination reduction zone (CRZ) and safety zone. Areas will be marked 
with highly visible caution tape and delineating barriers/temporary fencing. 
Decontamination equipment will be placed in the CRZ consisting of boot wash, scrub 
brushes, PPE collection drums, etc. Hand and eye wash stations will also be staged in 
this area. 

At the conclusion of all work activities, Clean Harbors personnel will ensure that all 
equipment is cleaned and removed from the Site. Clean Harbors will make certain that 
the Site is in pristine condition prior to demobilization. Clean Harbors assumes that 
only a single contiguous mobilization/demobilization is required to perform the work. 



Task 2 - Geotechnical Survey 



During the preliminary Site walk a visual inspection of the retaining wall 
located along the southside of the SPPB was conducted. Clean Harbors 
observed cracks and structural sutures, which require a geotechnical 
professional to evaluate and assess the integrity of the wall, prior to excavation 
of any significant soil volume. The footing depths and conditions will also be 
determined to ensure proposed excavation depths do not compromise the 
integrity of the wall. Clean Harbors anticipates some minimal "pot holing" 
using a backhoe to allow for appropriate inspection. 

This budgetary estimate does not account for any structural and foundation 
support activities that may be needed, such as shoring, bracing or slot 
trenching. 
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TASK 3 - Removal Activities 



Clean Harbors will provide all labor, equipment, materials and supplies to 
remove the asphalt for disposal at a local disposal outlet. Prior to removal 
activities, the asphalt will be cut at an anticipated width of five feet from the 
wall, via a walk-behind saw cutter unit. This will ensure for an even and 
smooth edge and prevent cracking and breaking of remaining flatwork. Once 
the saw cut has been completed, the top six inches of asphalt will be peeled 
back using a road reclaiming unit. Once the asphalt is removed, the soils will 
be excavated to an approximated vertical depth of two feet using a 710D 
backhoe or equivalent. The excavation will encompass a five foot width 
initiating at the concrete wall and extending an estimated length of 2700 LF. 
This is distance begins at the eastern edge of the property, and extends west 
toward SS-1 along the southern property boundary (refer to RCC Report 
Figure 3.0, attached). Using a wheel loader JD544, the soils will be loaded into 
trucks and transported off-site for disposal at a permitted facility based on final 
characterization and disposition. It will be imperative to determine the final 
disposal outlet prior to the start of removal activities to avoid stockpiling. 

In addition, it has been determined that a portion along the eastern boundary of 
the property, along South Alameda Street (an area approximately 50-foot wide 
by 150-foot long, in the vicinity of SS-3, SS-4 and SS-5) will also require 
removal to an approximate vertical depth of two feet. Table 1 provides an 
estimated volume of the materials to be removed from the Site.

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TASK 4 - Confirmation Samples 

Clean Harbors will collect confirmation samples at five independent locations 
(in concert with those sampled taken during the remediation investigation) to 
verify the appropriate removal of the contaminated soils. This will consist of 
collecting samples per standard sampling methodology and completing a chain 
of custody. The analysis will consist of the arsenic, lead and Aroclorl254 
(PCB). Samples will be run on a 2-day turn around time (TAT) to ensure 
appropriate removal has been accomplished and allow backfill activities to 
commence (Assumes up to five samples). 



TASK 5 - Reme di ation Support Activities 

Due to the contamination characteristics and nature of the chemically-impacted 
soils, it is imperative that the removal activities are strictly controlled and that 
the surrounding community is protected from the intrusive activities. This will 
be accomplished by performing air monitoring using two PDR 1 000 units. The 
PDR 1000 is an air monitoring device that will continuously monitor for dust 
that may become airborne during intrusive excavation and loading activities. 
Air monitoring units will be placed downwind and directly in the exclusion 
zone. Appropriate triggers will be assessed and modifications using dust 
suppression methods will be implemented if exceedances are observed. Dust 
suppression methods will encompass spraying water on the areas while the 
excavation progresses to avoid plumes of dust which may carry contaminants 
off site. 



TASK 6 - T ransportation and Disposal 

Clean Harbors will provide all labor, equipment, materials and supplies to 
transport and dispose of all materials intended for discard. All impacted soils 
and non-impacted asphalt will be transported using end dump trailers capable 
of hauling over 23-tons. Liners wilt be placed into the end-dumps for impacted 
soils. Clean Harbors will utilize a front-end loader to perform all necessary 
staging and loading operations. 

Non-impacted asphalt will be hauled off and disposed of in a local recycling 
outlet. All impacted soils will be transported and disposed of in accordance 
with the appropriate characterization in a permitted landfill regulated to handle 
designated soils. The laboratory analysis provided in Table 1 of the RCC 
October 2007 Report indicate elevated total concentrations of PCBs, Lead and 
Arsenic. Since the specific source of PCBs is unknown the final disposition of 
these soils is subject to. additional discussion and approval by the California 
Department of Toxic Substance Control (DTSC), which is anticipated to be the 
environmental agency overseeing this Site for cleanup. 
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In addition, since the analytical results for both metals to be remediated are 
total concentrations and not soluble (leachable) concentrations, the ultimate 
disposal fate can not be finalized at this time. For the purposes of this 
budgetary estimate, the costs were based on an equitable distribution of three 
different disposal categories and outlets (facilities). The estimated volume of 
impacted soil calculated in Table 1, listed above, is 2,610 Tons. See Table 2 
below for this assumed distribution.

TASK 7 - Backfill an d Compaction 

Clean Harbors will provide all labor, equipment, materials and supplies to 
properly fill and compact all depressions and replace all flatwork. Backfill 
material will be imported from a local clean fill source, tested in accordance 
with DTSC guidelines, and placed in appropriate lifts for proper compaction, 
End-dumps and/or transfer containers will deliver the clean fill to the Site. The 
clean fill will be spread using a backhoe 710D, in approximate 12- inch lifts 
and compacted with a 2-ton sheepsfoot roller pending approval by the 
geotechnician. A tamper will be used in areas directly adjacent to the wall. 
The vibratory function of the roller will not be used due to the proximity to the 
wall. Nuclear gauge/sand cone testing methods will be performed to insure 
that a minimum of 90% compaction is attained. Import fill will be placed 
within 10 inches of original grade. The remaining 10 inches will be filled with 
6" of base and then topped with 4" of asphalt and rolled via a smooth single 
drum roller. 

If approved by the City of Los Angeles public works, Shama LLC should 
consider slightly raising the elevation of the eastern portion of the property 
(SS-3 to SS-4) to prevent run-on from the neighboring property to avoid 
potential future contamination. 
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Raising the elevation of the eastern area could also serve as a Best 
Management Practice (BMP) with regard to stormwater management; 
however, additional onsite drainage may be required to ensure proper rainwater 
diversion, and appropriate industrial stormwater management.
